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Immigration as Seen by Dr. Ward of Harvard University, 
a Profound Student for Years of This Question.

Immigration legislation is in a critical state in Congress. The protests of various European 
governments against the Johnson bill are to say the least inappropriate. To base the quotas on the 
1890 census is fair and logical. Under the Johnson plan southern and eastern European countries 
would have quotas giving them roughly the same proportion of the total immigration as the persons 
from those countries now in the United States bear to our total present population. In other words, 
the Johnson plan would tend to keep the status quo of our population so far as racial stocks are 
concerned. 

Before the War southern and eastern Europe were contributing over 80 per cent of our immi- 
gration. The present census base, that of 1910, gives us an immigration whose racial composition 
is not a fair cross-section of our population. To continue on the 3 per cent 1910 census base 
means that we are deliberately changing the racial character of our people. 

If we have no right to regulate immigration we have no right to exist as a nation. Certain 
foreign countries have given passports to such of their nationals as they wished to get rid of and 
we have been taking them. Naturally Roumania and other countries do not want to see the United 
States closing the door against such immigration. We have far too long been the dump-heap for 
European undesirables—undesirables, it should be noted, from the point of view of European 
governments as well as of the United States. 

The Johnson bill is not perfect but it does go a long way in the right direction. To allow 
foreign governments to dictate to us in this matter and to let foreign “blocs” in this country frighten 
Congressmen into postponing immigration legislation or into voting against a good restrictive and 
selective measure is to confess that Americans can no longer decide what is best for their country.

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President Roosevelt’s Effort to Establish a National Park in 
Appalachian Mountains for Good of the Whole Country. 


RESIDENT ROOSEVELT appreciated as comparatively 

few men outside of the South have ever done, the remark- 
able mountain range of the Carolinas and Tennessee, or what 
is known as the Southern Appalachian region. There is 
nothing else like that mountain range on this continent. In 
a letter to the Senate and House of Representatives, President 
Roosevelt writing in behalf of a national park in that section, 
described it with remarkable clearness and fully pointed out 
its relation to the welfare not simply of the South, but of 
the entire country. He quoted experts as saying, “of all the 
continent this region is best suited to the purposes and plans 
of a national forest reserve in the hardwood region.” 


An effort is now being made to induce Congress to establish 
such a national park in that portion of the Appalachian range 
known as the Great Smoky Mountains, and we publish in 
this issue an illustrated article by Arthur L. Powers of 
Knoxville which tells something of the remarkable beauty of 
this section, its botanical interest, and the very great im- 
portance of conserving the rich timber resources of this 
entire region in order that its mountain streams may be con- 
trolled and the charm and glory of these mountains preserved 
for succeeding generations. 

In writing to the MANUFACTURERS REcoRD recently on the 
subject of this park, David C. Chapman of Knoxville said: 


“There is a dispute as to which of four peaks in the South- 
ern Appalachian Mountains is the tallest. Mt. Mitchell seems 
to have a shade the best of it according to the present records. 
The other three peaks, LaConte, Clingman’s Dome, and Guyot, 
are all located in the Great Smoky section of the mountains 
which extends from the Pigeon River to the Little Tennessee, 
a distance on a straight line of about 50 miles. This par- 
ticular range extends in depth about 75 miles, and is by a 
very wide margin the largest and most impressive block of 
all the Southern Appalachians. For this and many other 
reasons we believe that this section should be designated 
as a national park, and we are working to this end.”: 

The reasons given by President Roosevelt in his letter to 
the Senate and House of Representatives as to why such a 
park should be established very strikingly described this 
whole mountain region. His letter is as follows: 


To the Senate and House of Representatives: 


I transmit herewith a report of the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture prepared in collaboration with the Department of the 
Interior, upon the forests, rivers, and mountains of the South- 
ern Appalachian region, and upon its agricultural situation 
as affected by them. The report of the Secretary presents 
the final results of an investigation authorized by the last 
Congress. Its conclusions point unmistakably, in the judg- 
ment of the Secretary and in my own, to the creation of a 
national forest reserve in certain parts of the Southern states. 
The facts ascertained and here presented deserve the careful 


consideration of the Congress; they have already received 
the full attention of the scientist and the lumberman. They 
set forth an economic need of prime importance to the welfare 
of the South, and hence to that of the nation as a whole, and 
they point to the necessity of protecting through wise use a 
mountain region whose influence flows far beyond its borders 
with the waters of the rivers to which it gives rise. 

Among the elevations of the eastern half of the United 
States the Southern Appalachians are of paramount interest 
for geographic, hydrographic, and forest reasons, and, as a 
consequence for economic reasons as well. These great moun- 
tains are old in the history of the continent which has grown 
up about them. The hardwood forests were born on their 
slopes and have spread thence over the eastern half of the 
continent. More than once in the remote geologic past they 
have disappeared before the sea on the east, south, and west, 
and before the ice on the north; but here in this Southern 
Appalachian region they have lived on to the present day. 

Under the varying conditions of soil, elevation, and climate 
many of the Appalachian tree species have developed. Hence 
it is that in this region occur that marvelous variety and 
richness of plant growth which have led our ablest business 
men and scientists to ask for its preservation by the Govern- 
ment for the advancement of science and for the instruction 
and pleasure of the people of our own and of future genera- 
tions. And it is the concentration here of so many valuable 
species with such favorable conditions of growth which has 
led forest experts and lumbermen alike to assert that of all 
the continent this region is best suited to the purposes and 
plans of a national forest reserve in the hardwood region. 

The conclusions of the Secretary of Agriculture are sum- 
marized as follows in his report: 

“1. The Southern Appalachian region embraces the highest 
peaks and largest mountain masses east of the Rockies. It 
is the great physiographic feature of the eastern half of the 
continent, and no such lofty mountains are covered with hard- 
wood forests in all North America. 

“2. Upon these mountains descends the heaviest rainfall 
of the United States, except that of the North Pacific coast. 
It is often of extreme violence, as much as 8 inches having 
fallen in eleven hours, 31 inches in one month, and 105 inches 
in a year. 

“3. The soil, once denuded of its forests and swept by 
torrential rains, rapidly loses first its humus, then its rich 
upper strata, and finally is washed in enormous volume into 
the streams, to bury such of the fertile lowlands as are not 
eroded by the floods, to obstruct the rivers, and to fill up the 
harbors on the coast. More good soil is now washed from 
these cleared mountain-side fields during a single heavy rain 
than during centuries under forest cover. 

“4. The rivers which originate in the Southern Appala- 
chians flow into or along the edges of every State from Ohio 
to the Gulf and from the Atlantic to the Mississippi. Along 
their courses are agricultural, water-power, and navigation 
interests whose preservation is absolutely essential to the 
well-being of the nation. 

“5. The regulation of the flow of these rivers can be ac- 
complished only by the conservation of the forests. 

“6. These are the heaviest and most beautiful hardwood 
forests of the continent. In them species from east and 
west, from north and south, mingle in a growth of unparal- 
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leled richness and variety. They contain many species of 
the first commercial value, and furnish important supplies 
which cannot be obtained from any other region. 

“7. For economic reasons the preservation of these forests 
is imperative. Their existence in good condition is essential 
to the prosperity of the lowlands through which their waters 
run. Maintained in productive condition they will supply 
indispensable materials, which must fail without them. Their 
management under practical and conservative forestry will 
sustain and increase the resources of this region and of the 
nation at large, will serve as an invaluable object lesson in 
the advantages and practicability of forest preservation by 
use, and will soon be self-supporting from the sale of timber. 

“8. The agricultural resources of the Southern Appala- 
chian region must be protected and preserved. To that end 
the preservation of the forests is an indispensable condition, 
which will lead not to the reduction but to the increase of 
the yield of agricultural products. 

“9. The floods in these mountain-born streams, if this 
forest destruction continues, will increase in frequency and 
violence and in the extent of their damages, both within 
this region and across the bordering states. The extent of 
these damages, like those from the washing of the mountain 
fields and roads, cannot be estimated with perfect accuracy, 
but during the present year alone the total has approximated 
$10,000,000, a sum sufficient to purchase the entire area 
recommended for the proposed reserve. But this loss cannot 
be estimated in money value alone. Its continuance means 
the early destruction of conditions most valuable to the 
nation, and which neither skill nor wealth can restore. 

“10. The preservation of the forests, of the streams, and 
of the agricultural interests here described can be success- 
fully accomplished only by the purchase and creation of a 
national forest reserve. The states of the Southern Appala- 
chian region own little or no land, and their revenues are 
inadequate to carry out this plan. Federal action is obvious- 
ly necessary, is fully justified by reasons of public necessity, 
and may be expected to have most fortunate results.” 

With these conclusions I fully agree; and I heartily com- 
mend this measure to the favorable consideration of the 
Congress.

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FOREIGN GOODS CROWDING INTO OUR 


COUNTRY. 


ESPITE our tariff, foreign products continue to invade 

the American market to the disadvantage of our own 

manufactures. <A dispatch from New York to the Iron Trade 

Review gives some interesting statements in regard to the 

extent of this movement. In the course of this dispatch the 
following information is given: 

“Several hundred tons of No. 2X French pig iron has been 
sold at $21.75, duty paid Providence, underselling American 
interests from $5 to $6 a ton. Other sales of foreign iron 
have been made in the New York and Philadelphia districts. 
A tonnage of French billets has been sold also at Portland, 
Me. 

“Further details on the sale of 6000 tons of French struc- 
tural material announced in last week’s issue reveal that 
4000 tons of steel was bought for the electrification of the 
Virginian railway. The Lehigh Structural Steel Co., Allen- 
town, Pa., is to fabricate the material. The order, which 
includes steel primarily for a power plant and for transmis- 
sion towers, was placed with the French makers by Gibbs & 
Hill, New York engineers. Nothing has been said about 
the price paid for this steel, but in view of the prices known 
to be obtainable on steel from France and Luxemburg, it is 
thought the price delivered at Norfolk, Va., is about $10 a 
ton lower than the minimum figure on domestic material. It 
is known that several other lots, aggregating at least 2000 
tons, have been placed with French and Luxemburg steel mills 
for use in structural work.” 

Evidently our tariff is nob high enough. When, by reason 
of the low wages and the financial situation in Europe, 
European mapufacturers are able to undersell American 


producers it is shown very conclusively that we are not yet 
protecting this market, the very best in the world, from the 
onslaught of foreign goods. If we are to maintain the Amer- 
ican standard of living.and gradually built it up rather than 
to tear it down, we must have for manufactured as well as 
for all agricultural products, a tariff rate which will safe- 
guard the interests of this country against goods produced 
in Europe or in the Orient by labor getting anywhere from 
one-fifth to one-tenth, and in many cases even less, of what 
American laborers are getting. 

The argument that we must throw open our market to 
foreign products if we would sell our goods to foreigners is 
wholly fallacious. 
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“AN UNHOLY ALLIANCE.” 


ROBABLY ho man in America has accomplished more 

for the development of our chemical and dye industry 
than Dr. Charles H. Herty, for years the president of the 
American Chemical Association. Referring to the combina- 
tion made between the English and German dye industries, 
Dr. Herty rightly calls it “An unholy alliance.” It is an 
alliance which reflects upon the wisdom and the patriotism 
of the British and it is not to be wondered at, as the New 
York Journal of Commerce says, that “A great deal of opposi- 
tion has been aroused in England to the proposed combine 
between the British Dye Stuffs Corporation and the great 
German chemical organization. The contract is of moment 
not only to the dye industry, but to the countries as a whole, 
because there are large matters of general policy involved in 
international agreements of the sort contemplated.” 

This plan involves, according to the Journal of Commerce, 
“a division of markets and profits between the British and 
the German interests, which will leave the British company 
in control of the home market and accorded a percentage 
share in foreign and colonial markets. There is also a provi- 
sion that the British company may draw upon the personnel 
of the German combine and secure information as to its 
technical processes.” 

The German dye industry is intimately associated with 
the German munition industry, for the chemical plants which 
produce dyes can be almost instantly turned to the production 
of the things needed in war. It was Germany’s great chemical 
and dye industry which made possible its fearfully destruc- 
tive war, threatening for a long time to destroy the allied 
armies and to conquer England, and yet the British Govern- 
ment, which is largely financially interested in the British 
Dye Stuffs Corporation, is reported as favoring a combination 
which would tremendously strengthen the German dye and 
chemical industry, regardless of the danger which this might 
involve in future years. 

It is no wonder that English people are aroused over what 
might be called a betrayal of trust. Some people who remem- 
ber the horrors of the German-made war might question the 
spirit of those who are willing to deal with a German chemical] 
industry, which wrought such fearful havoc in the war, but 
to make a combine with such an oganization, seeking to divide 
up the world’s trade with them, and thus strengthen the 
German chemical and dye industry and once more give it 
the whiphandle over the world, it seems to us is incompre- 
hensible for honest minded people. No wonder Dr. Herty 
calls it “An unholy alliance.” 

This action only serves to intensify the necessity of a pro- 
tective tariff in this country high enough to exclude all dyes 
and chemicals made by Germany, or by this combination of 
English and German dye industries. Our safety in business 
and our safety if war should ever again curse the world, can 
only be maintained by the development of a dye and chemical 
industry surpassing in extent and in scientific attainment 
that of any other country in the world. 
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THE POSSIBILITIES OF DEVELOPING WEALTH 
BY INVESTING IN CANAL BUILDING AND 
RIVER IMPROVEMENTS. 


OW that Canada is beginning to take an active part in 
earrying out the Lakes—St. Lawrence improvement 
scheme and has so advised this Government, we may count 
with a reasonable degree of safety upon this great enterprise 
being takén up actively by the Canadian and American Goy- 
to a successful conclusion.

ernments and earried through 
It is a far-reaching undertaking. 
the ocean to the very heart of the nation, and according to 


the testimony of the ablest experts in the country will en- 
hance the price of Western grain by decreasing the cost of 
shipment to Europe. The growth of traffic of all kinds which 
will be created by this improvement will be sufficiently great 
to make it profitable for the railroads, instead of cutting into 
their traffic as some railroad officials have seemed to fear. 

The hostility which New York has shown to the enterprise 
is purely selfish, seeking merely to keep the concentration of 
the nation’s foreign trade in that port; whereas the develop- 
ment of the water power in connection with this proposed 
eanalization undertaking would more than offset to New York 
State in all probability any possible loss to New York City 
in handling produce from the West to Europe. But the West 
has a right, regardless of New York’s wishes, to secure the 
cheapest way of handling its products, of exporting its goods, 
and importing what it buys; and this can be accomplished 
by the development of the Lakes—St. Lawrence scheme and 
by the further work now under way of opening a direct line 
of water traffic from Chicago to Mississippi and down to 
the Gulf. 

These waterways, as yet only slightly utilized, are great 
gifts of nature, but we have as a nation treated them with as 
little judgment as would have been our failure to utilize 
our raw materials of coal and iron for the manufacture of the 
finished product. Nature has given us great rivers and lakes 
and a sea coast, but we have not utilized them except to a 
slight extent. We have pottered along year after year, ea- 
pending a little money here and there, but never completing 
a thoroughly satisfactory development. 

The influence of the railroads has to a large extent been 
against the development of river transportation, from the 
narrow point or view that this would prove injurious to the 
roads and must, therefore, be fought by them. Exactly the 
same fight was made for a generation or more against the 
Panama Canal. The Panama Canal, however, is more than 
proving the value freely predicted for it. Its traflic is reach- 
ing a point where we must soon seriously take up the question 
of constructing a Nicaraguan canal. Our commerce through 
Panama has developed to a degree where it is dangerous for 
us longer to depend upon one canal which might be completely 
blocked by an earthquake, or destroyed in time of war. 

The Nicaraguan route offers many unique features. We 
have always believed that this country should have selected 
that route in preference to Panama, and the time has now 
come when the construction of a Nicaraguan canal must be 
given serious attention. It is absurd to say that the country 
is not in a financial position to carry out the building of this 
eanal and the improvement of the Lakes—St. Lawrence 
scheme, as well as the deepening of our rivers to increase 
water transportation. Investments in these enterprises yield 
a far larger return than the cost. They are utilized latent 
resources. We might as well say that a man who had one 
of the richest coal fields on earth could not afford to spend 
money to open it up in order to sell the coal, even where there 
was a ready market for it, as to say that this country cannot 
afford to spend money for the development of its natural 


resources. The coal is worthless so long as it remains un- 


developed in the ground, but it is a source of profit as soon 
as it is marketed. 

Investments in river work and in the construction of these 
canal enterprises is not an ordinary expense to be charged 
ugainst income, but is strictly an investment of capital; and 
this nation has an abundance of capital for every enterprise 
of the kind which will insure a profitable return to the people. 
Some of the foremost statesmen of England have long been 
pointing out to their country the possibility of empire devel- 
opment by the utilization of its capital for the development 
of latent resources. The field thus indicated is limitless in 
its extent. The profit from such development could be made 
to pay the whole debt of the British Empire. 

To a still greater extent is this true of the United States. 
We have latent resources in our rivers and harbors awaiting 
full utilization; limitless resources in the possession of the 
privilege of building a Nicaraguan canal, and of joining 
Canada in the development of an ocean route from the Central 
West through the St. Lawrence River. The utilization of 
these resources is a national duty, and however active may 
be the propaganda put forth by adverse interests against 
them, the nation should go forward on sound lines and ac- 
tively carry forward every important development enterprise 
of this kind, for every one of them means increased traftic 
facilities and increased wealth far beyond the investment.

A CONTRAST IN FOREIGN POPULATION. 


MEMBER of Congress writing to the MANUFACTURERS 
A Recorp in regard to the report of the Committee on Immi- 
sration said: “I believe that it will have extensive support 
from all parts of the country, except New York and New 
England, which parts of the country seem to be going about 
the way that parts of the Roman Empire went in days of old.” 

New York City with over 76 per cent’ foreign stock, and 
New England with an average of 60 per cent rising in the 
case of Rhode Island to 69 per cent, are so largely domi- 
nated by this foreign stock as not to be safe guides in the 
matter of immigration. If the true American stock in New 
York and New England could speak for itself and make its 
voice heard it would tell the nation that there is already too 
much foreign stock in this country and that the best bill 
that can be passed restricting immigration is the bill that 
cuts down immigration to the very minimum. 

Europe has been pouring its people into this country. 
It has been Europeanizing the United States. Wm. T. 
Stead, of England, once wrote a book on the Americanization 
of England. If he had lived to the present time he might 
have written a still more interesting book on the Europeani- 
zation of America. Our country has been flooded with this 
fereign population much of which is so completely alien in 
thought—and the understanding of what liberty means in 
contrast with unbridled license—that we are becoming in 
serious danger in many parts of the country of not only 
being Europeanized, but of Balkanized, and Italianized, and 
Russianized, and Polandized, and Bohemianized. 

When considering the alleged need for more labor through 
the incoming of this lower foreign element it should be 
remembered that there is probably no state in the Union 
making greater material and educational progress than 
North Carolina. So great is its industrial development that 
there are over 100 cotton mills in one county. Its agricul- 
tural interests are developing as rapidly as its industrial; 
and in educational ‘lines it is doing equally as well. But 
North Carolina has only seven-tenths of one per cent of 
foreign stock as compared with 69 per cent in Rhode Island; 
and North Carolina is more prosperous than Rhode Island, 
has a more contented people, and is thoroughly American in 
spirit in contrast with the Europeanization of Rhode Island 
and of other New England states through the number and 
power of their foreign stock. 
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AMERICAN MINING CONGRESS ON IMMIGRA- 
TION AND MUSCLE SHOALS. 


R. HENRY M. PAYNE has become consulting engineer 
D of the American Mining Congress to make a study of 
mineral interests in the South. He has long been identified 
with Southern affairs. While in Chattanooga some days ago 
he delivered an address before the Kiwanis Club in which he 
expressed the hope of the American Mining Congress that Mr. 
Ford should not get Muscle Shoals, and on this point said: 

“The American Mining Congress maintains in behalf of 
the American people and of the industries upon which their 
prosperity depends, that this great natural resource, poten- 
tially aggregating 900,000 horsepower, shall not be delivered 
‘to any individual or corporation for any such paltry sum as 
$5,000,000, or without greater guarantees than those as yet 
provided by Mr. Ford.” 

Discussing the question of immigration, Dr. Payne said: 

“As regards labor and the immigration problem, our first 
consideration should be the best interests of this country; 
its industrial needs second. It is better to have a supported 
government continually functioning and to be short of labor 
than to have the government and the Supreme Court attacked 
by a surplus of labor. 

“We should have a selective immigration. We should lay 
down the principle that there is no greater privilege in the 
world than that of American citizenship. Any man who 
comes must consider it as a special privilege, and must bring 
with him some qualification to justify his admission. 

“A shortage of labor has in the past exerted a strong in- 
fluence over the immigration problem, but this is not the way 
in which to control the labor situation. That country which 
refuses to permit examination at the point of embarkation 
should be refused any admittance. Admission to the United 
States of America is a privilege and not a right. There 
should also be a registration of all aliens in the United States 
who have not taken out papers. The anarchist should be 
deported now. We have discarded the old idea of the melting 
pot; we have learned that those only should be admitted 
whose modes of thought will harmonize with our fundamental 
institutions. Our principles of self-government have at least 
worked better than those evolved by any other nation. Choo»s- 
ing the stock from which our future citizens shall come is 
not an affront to any nation, but is a necessary scientific 
selection of those racial characteristics which will best make 
up a homogeneous people. But we cannot stop here; there 
is a duty because of those who, having already been admitted, 
would destroy our institutions and in their place would main- 
tain socialistic shambles, 

“The efforts of the central committee of the Third Inter- 
nationale to sovietize the mine workers in America have been 
well authenticated by the photographs now in the possession 
of this government of the checks for various amounts up to 
$175,000 which have passed to this country. 

“The holding of over 1000 memorial services in these United 
States for the dead Lenine show us whether or not we dwell 
in a real or a fancied security.” 

It is fortunate for the country that there are here and 
there men of broad vision who are vigorously opposing the 
efforts of those who would break down our immigration bars 
and let this country be flooded with a still larger alien ele- 


ment than it now has.

ITS OWN PEOPLE AS WELL AS NORTHERN 
PEOPLE TO THE REAL SOUTH. 


N a letter to the New York Times, Mrs. Marie Bankhead 
Owen, Director of the Department of Archives and His- 
tory of the state of Alabama, writes in regard to the lack of 


knowledge of Northern people as to the South. In the 


course of her letter she said: 
“A few days ago there came to me, as director for the 
Alabama State Department of Archives and History, an 


inquiry for data concerning certain leading men of our 


past history which were furnished from our records. In 
acknowledging the receipt of that material my correspondent 
made the following observation : 

**My love for my native State grows stronger as the years 
go by, and I only regret that my three children must grow 
up without knowing the love and kindness that dwell in the 
hearts of my Alabama people. They are told such dreadful 
things about the South in the public schools here that I am 
often amazed and hurt by the things they repeat. 


boys in high school, and every teacher they have ever had in 
history has emphasized that fact that nothing pertaining to 
the South deserves any respect. So you can imagine what 
they have been taught about the Civil War.’ ” 

“In my visits to the North and East during the last twenty 
years it has been my observation that there is a dense igno- 
rance about the South and a deep-seated prejudice against 
the section. This prejudice, which is a remnant of war hate, 
more than sixty years old, should not be perpetuated through 
other generations, and I am writing to your esteemed paper 
to make a plea for a better understanding between the 
sections. I fully realize that there are thousands of your 
people possessed of an intelligent appreciation of the best 
traditions of the South, but there are still other thousands 
who are prejudiced because of lack of information, as in- 
stanced by the extract quoted above. 

“You have in your city one of the great public libraries 
f the world; students can find there all necessary material 
for a presentation of the truth about the South. We would 
like to have some lessons on our section from the stand- 
point of our economic and social life. We want them to be 
our friends, as we are theirs. We come to your great city 
and to the resorts in your state for our holidays; we patron- 
ize your manufacturers, merchants and bankers, and through 
these channels contribute to the wealth of New York our 
billions of dollars annually. Why, then, should the pupils 
in your public schools be taught to hate us? Why should 
they not be taught that in the Southern states reside a 
patriotie and public-spirited people who are concerning them- 
selves passionately with the problems of home-making, with 
business, with education, and in their schools are teaching 
the coming generation that the United States is a great 
nation; that we are a part of that nation, and that we are 
justly proud of the great resources of the other sections of 
the country, East, West, all over, and that we are ‘Americans 
all? 

“The people of the South have a proud and loving heart, 
and are sensitive to the good opinion of the rest of the world. 
Tet me, as the official historian of the State of Alabama, and 
venturing to speak for the official representatives of the 
other Southern states, beg of the teachers in the public schools 
of New York to cease teaching their pupils that ‘nothing per- 
taining to the South deserves any respect.’ It is a false 
doctrine, one that I believe has its existence in prejudice 
that a knowledge of the truth would eradicate. Let us be 
friends!” 

While fully endorsing Mrs. Owen’s interesting statements,

it may be well to remind our readers that the South needs 
to know itself ere it can possibly induce Northern people 
to properly know it. 

The South has failed to know itself. It knows compara- 
tively little about the material achievements of the Old 
South. Thousands of Southern people, even supposedly well- 
educated people, have often been apologetic in talking to 
Northern and Western people about the Old South from the 
material or business standpoint. They have boasted of its 
politics, of its military geniuses, and have gloried in the 
work of many of its public men. But ask them what the 
Old South did in art, and science and literature, what its 
geologists did to make known the mineral resources of this 
section, what its iron men did in building foundries, and 
forges, and machine shops, what its railroad people did in 
building railroads, and before 1860 projecting nearly every 
important railroad that now exists in the South, and they 
are to a large extent wholly ignorant. 

Probably a thousand times we have heard people talk 
about having to look to the North and West for initiative 
and engineering skill, and managerial ability, and yet in 
those very things the Old South led the nation. But our 
Southern people do not know it except to a limited extent, 
and do not teach it to the rising generation. 

It is for this reason that in every annual edition of the 
Blue Book of Southern Progress, issued by the MANvuFAc- 
TURERS REcorD, an effort is made to tell a few facts about the 
Old South in order to stimulate a deeper interest on the 
part of its people to search out for themselves the great 
facts which prove as nothing else could possibly do the 
remarkable engineering skill, literary ability, geological knowl- 
edge, managerial ability in industrial and railroad enter- 
prises which the South of today has inherited from the 
Old South.

TIONS IN UNITED STATES. 


CCORDING to figures compiled by the MANUFACTURERS 

Recorp from the census of 1921, there were a total of 
916 daily and weekly newspapers, and periodicals printed in 
foreign languages in this country and having an aggregate 
circulation per issue of 9,896,371. In this census report no 
data is furnished on enterprises having an annual production 
value of less than $5000. 

There were 146 daily newspapers published in foreign 
languages having an aggregate daily circulation of 2,418,823; 
400 weekly newspapers and periodicals published in foreign 
languages with an aggregate circulation per issue of 3,489,- 
648; and 370 publications in foreign languages other than 
daily, Sunday or weekly, with an aggregate circulation per 
issue of 3,987,900. 

These foreign language publications include about thirty 
of the principal languages represented among the foreign 
population of the United States, and their aggregate circu- 
lation per issue, for principal foreign languages, is given 
in the following table:

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Attempting to Raise Cotton in Kentucky. 


Louisville, Ky., March 1—[Special.]—About a dozen coun- 
ties in southwestern Kentucky along the northern Tennessee 
line, and western Kentucky boundary line, are planning cot- 
ton planting this season, which has the endorsement of tbe 
bankers, merchants, agricultural agents, ete. For some years 
past successful crops have been grown in the Hickman and 
Fulton districts, and Hickman has had a gin for some years. 
Last season experiments took in additional counties and 
larger acreages. : 

Christian county enthusiasts are endeavoring to get 1000 
acres pledged, and have over 600 pledged already. It is 
claimed that with 1000 acres under growth a cotton gin will 
be assured. This activity in Christian county is centered 
at Hopkinsville. Graves, Calloway, Trigg, Todd, Logan, Ful- 
ton and Hickman counties will be the principal counties to 
plant cotton. 

One argument in favor of the crop is that the section is 
free of boll weevil, and with the South experiencing one 
short crop after another, the Kentucky section even with a 
short yield on account of colder climatie conditions, is in a 
promising position.

The 
small 2% per cent still unaccounted for was comprised of 
13,384 French, 1248 Hebrew, a few Scandinavian and others. 

This then, is the combination that produced America. 
That was the original scant three million that wrote the 
Declaration of Independence, fought for it, established it, 
worked it. And what they established and worked has re- 
mained established and has been working ever since, with a 
measure of success unparalleled by any race or government. 

It has been said by many, both well and ill-intentioned, 
that the only true “American” was the Indian; that in 
reality there was no such thing as an “American.” This is 
erroneous. The true American is of the same blood as his 
forefathers. He is 83 per cent English, 6 per cent Scotch, 5 
per cent German, 2 per cent Dutch—with a few Irish, French, 
Hebrew and miscellaneous freckles. In short, the true Amer- 
ican is he who speaks the English language as his ancestral 
tongue, he who loves and reverences the great charters of 
liberty (Magna Charta, Declaration of Independence, etc.) 
and he who finds his greatest inspiration in the literature 
written in English and in the King James version of the 
Bible. 

Such is the true American and such he has been since the 
establishment of the American Government. He has always 
been a distinct type, and, thus far, has been dominant in the 
progress of the American nation. Pray God, may he always 
be! 

However, it is high time that we look to our future, to make 
sure that we can thoroughly assimilate all those who enter 
our gates. For there are distinct and sinister signs of 
retrogression. We Americans no longer form 83 per cent 
of the nation’s population. We are a scant 55 per cent. In- 
stead of 1243 Jews on American soil, as in 1790, there are 
today 1,648,000 Jews in New York City alone. That means 
that while the country has been growing from a scant three 
million to an approximate 110,000,000—thirty-seven times its 
own size—one race has multiplied itself over one thousand 
times in one city alone. 

In the same strain, out of our population of 110 million 
we now have fourteen millions of foreign born, and twenty- 
three millions of foreign or half-foreign parentage. All told, 
in the brief period of 103 years (1820) there has been ad- 
mitted to this country 34 millions of aliens, and they speak 
thirty different languages. 

Have we, as Americans, assimilated them, or have they re- 
mained unassimilated and un-Americanized? Are they clots 
of foreign matter on the surface of a deep and tranquil and 
harmonious sea of Anglo-Saxon? Are they as floating buoys 
that tend to break up the waves of American progress? 

If they have been assimilated, if they have become “Amer- 
icanized,” why do these 34 millions maintain over 900 publica- 
tions issued in their own individual languages, ranging al- 





their homes_ speaking 
the English language? How does this happen? 

Why is it (or was, as I have not been there since 1918) that 
German is taught in the public schools of certain parts of 
North Dakota and Nebraska instead of English? Why, in 
Passaic, N. J., are four of every ten women foreign born and 
60 per cent of that female element bread winners? That in it- 
self would not be so bad if it were not true that 45 per cent of 
those female workers cannot read, write or speak English. 
This, in spite of the fact that two-thirds of them have been 
here ten years or more with only 73 of the 5700 found to be 
recent immigrants. Why should the Album of the Parish of 
St. Stanislaus Kostka of Chicago describe one of its parochial 
institutions as an organization where members are expected 
to be “guardians of everything that is divine and Polish in 
order to grow up to be real Polish patriots and defenders of 
the Christian faith.”? Why, in Newark, N. J., only 29 per 
cent of the school children possess fathers born in the United 
States? Why does New Bedford, Mass., find itself compelled 
to admit an illiteracy of 12.1 per cent of all persons over 
ten years of age? 

This sort of question could be asked endlessly, each ques- 
tion adding weight to the conviction that these people have 
not been assimilated, and what is worse, they have little or 
no desire to become so. 

Aliens of eastern and southern Europe, or of Asiatic extrac- 
tion, find it exceedingly difficult to accept the views and doc- 
trines of our country and life. In religious, social and gov- 
ernmental instincts they are as widely divergent as the poles. 
Steeped in hundreds and thousands of years of viewpoints, 
ideals and aims diametrically opposed to ours, it is well nigh 
impossible to Americanize these people short of several 
generations. In our “melting. pot” they are slugs of slate 
and bone, things apart. Inefficient as workmen and unas- 
similable as citizens, we want no more of them. 

But however disturbing this element, it is apparent we 
cannot deport them. We can, and should, however, stop 
their brothers and neighbors from entering our doors. We 
can place greater restriction upon our immigration laws. 
“But—hold on,” shouts the large employer. “What about 
our labor supply?” 

To that we answer, give machines to the man you have. 
The foreigner now here can, after a time, become American- 
ized, providing his foreign mentality is not kept alive with 
overseas ideas and the process retarded by fresh arrivals 
from his homeland. And he can handle machines. As for 
the machines, they are not radical, they do not strike, they 
are already Americanized, they are far more efficient. 

And to prove the justifiability of such machines: 

Mr. Sherman, General Manager of the Detroit Vapor Stove 
Company, Detroit, Mich., employs two 1000 conveyors on which 
their “Red Star” stoves are now completely assembled, en- 
ameled, dried, crated, carried from one floor to another, 
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and deposited either on the shipping platform or in the 
warehouse. With this method the stoves come to the men, 
each specialized in his particular task. The result is steady 
production, less confusion and absolutely no handling of 
stoves by the workmen. He says: “Were we to employ the 
old bench assembly, fully twice the factory floor space and 
double the number of men would be required to assemble, 
enamel and crate our stoves.” Taking this statement literal- 


ly, his conveyor saves fifty per cent of the factory floor space 
and the labor of one hundred men. 

Formerly the National Lumber Company of Chicago un- 
loaded their incoming cars of lumber by hand. Under this 
method it required the time of three men twelve hours to 
complete the handling of one car. 


Now, they employ a 
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pers and locomotive crane has released 100 men for other and 
perhaps more fruitful labor. 

At the publishing plant of the “Boston American” Adams 
and Pond, general contractors, were employed in the excava- 
tion work that made possible the installation of additional 
presses in the basement of their old building. Lowering 
the level of this basement was particularly difficult because 
of the necessity for non-interference with the daily progress 
of the newspaper plant. Steam shovels or cranes were out 
of the question as the upper part of the building could not 
be removed and only a little of the floor could be cut away. 

In order that this unusual condition might be met satisfac- 
torily an electric hoist was pressed into service. This hoist 
lifted large buckets of dirt and réfuse to awaiting trucks

crawler type of crane with the result that the time element 
is reduced from 12 hours to 3% hours, a reduction of nearly 
75 per cent. 


For a long time the Fisheries Products Company of Nor- 
folk, Va., handled their fertilizer with picks and shovels and 
push carts. But they found this method too slow, too ex- 
pensive. So they bought a mechanical loader. Result: this 
loader does as much work as was formerly accomplished by 
eight men. Saving the labor of eight men a day (at 32% 
cents an hour) totals over six thousand dollars annually. 
Not alone are mechanical means an end to overcoming labor 
shortage or the elimination of the undesirable alien but also 
a medium for the extension of profit. 


At the Superior Sand and Gravel Company, Detroit, a fleet 
of thirty 5 and 6 ton trucks are employed for delivering sand 
and gravel. Formerly they maintained a gang of 100 men, 
just to load these trucks. Under this method it required 
from ten to fifteen minutes to load each truck. Now they 
have erected two hoppers, elevated ten feet above the ground, 
each hopper holding 150 tons of material. To fill these hop- 
pers a locomotive crane is used, a task that is completed 
in less than an hour. The motor trucks now draw up under 


the hopper and are loaded in 14% minutes, and are off on the 
*ab of delivering the material. 


The installation of the hop- 


The capacity of the hoist was about fourteen trucks a day. 

Were it not possible to thus employ a hoist it would have 
been necessary to remove all this dirt and debris by hand. 
And this would necessitate the construction of two shovel 
platforms, each platform having three men with shovels. 
Not only would this have slowed up the work but the con- 
struction of the platforms would have made necessary the 
demolition of the sidewalk with subsequent replacement at 
the time the work was completed. Thus the hoist saved the 
labor of six men a day together with the labor and cost of 
demolishing and reconstructing a section of cement sidewalk. 

Formerly the Milwaukee Bridge Company, Milwaukee, em- 
ployed painters in the erection of their bridges and steel 
structures. Now, almost universally, they use one operator 
equipped with a paint spray gun, which equipment eliminates 
from five to six men with four inch brushes. 

And speaking of economies effected through the use of 
spray guns, Mr. Clark, General Manager of the Hyde Park 
Hotel, Chicago, recently redecorated the lobby and twe ad- 
jacent rooms of his hostlery. He used one operator and one 
spray gun and the time required to complete the work was 
two hours and one-half. Formerly the work required eight 
painters sixteen hours, and 8 painters for 16 hours at $1.25 
an hour is quite a different matter.

Now, with the crane, three men unload the same car in three hours, 


St. Louis consumes a large tonnage of coal. This coal was 
formerly handled by hand, with the result that one man un- 
loaded an average of one cara day. Now, they have installed 
a gondola car dumper, which dumper is little more than an 
immense cradle whose function is to turn, topsy-turvy, a 
standard sized gondola car of coal, dumping the contents 
into a Hopper below. This cradle or dumper, operated with 
one unskilled laborer and a 45 horse power motor, dumps 
ears at the rate of twenty-five to thirty an hour. 

These are but a few of the unnumbered instances wherein 
machines have performed double duty, that of yielding a 


profit for their employer as well as alleviating the need for 
cheap and undesirable labor. And, in the long run, there 
is little question which is the more valuable of the two. 


The necessity for making money is obvious. The Rubr, 
Prohibition, Coal, Tax, and other questions are important to 
the welfare of this country.

Record Meat Consumption in 1923—Great Increase 
in Pork Products. 


The production and consumption of meat last year was 
the greatest in our history, reports the Agricultural De- 
partment, though the consumption per head of the popula- 
tion was exceeded in 1908, when the figure was 170.9 pounds 
as compared with 167.0 pounds in 1923. The greatest in- 
crease was in the use of pork, but there was some increase 
in the consumption of all other kinds of meat. ‘ Foreign 
countries, particularly Germany, in spite of financial troubles, 
helped to dispose of the enormous supply of pork.. 

The total quantity of meat consumed in the United States 
during the year was 18,481,000,000 pounds. Of this 6,918,- 
000,000 was beef, 873,000,000 veal, 574,000,000 mutton and 
lamb, 3,000,000 goat, and 10,113,000,000 pork. The total is 
an increase of over 2,000,000,000 pounds over the average 
of the last 5 years, and the per capita increase is 18 pounds. 
About 90 per cent of the increase was represented by pork 
products. 

Total meat exports for 1923 were 969,000,000 pounds, an 
increase of 226,000,000 pounds over the preceding year. All 
but 35,000,000 pounds of the meat exported last year was 
pork. The lard exports for the year broke all records, the 
best buyer being Germany, which took 378,548,000 pounds 
and paid for it $46,590,000, a large sum considering the value 
of the mark. Previously the British had been the best 
customers for our lard. 

The great increase in meat production and consumption in 
the past year was made possible because of the prolificacy 
and rapid growth of the hog. The severe depression of 1920- 
1921, when raising hogs was a losing business, was followed 
in 1922 by rising prices for hogs and a big surplus of corn. 


Thus was brought about a heavy increase in the number 
of hogs, the number estimated to have been slaughtered in 
1923 being 81,532,600. Previous to last year the highest 
slaughter had been 70,054,800, a record made in 1916. 

It is not easy to grasp the real magnitude of the meat 
producing industry in the United States, but a comparison 
may help to show how inconceivable it is. Suppose we have 
the 81,532,600 hogs slaughtered last year in a single drove: 
Allowing 4 feet as the length of a hog, in single file they 
would string out for 61,770 miles, or twice around the world 
at the equator with enough left over to reach from the North 
pole to the southern end of South America. This same great 
drove would stand 21 abreast from New York to San 
Yrancisco. 


Contract for First Units of $250,000 Church. 

Contract has been awarded on a cost plan basis to C. W. 
Littleton & Son of Baltimore for the erection of the first two 
units of the new $250,000 building to be erected at Garrison 
boulevard and Liberty Heights avenue, Baltimore by the First 
Baptist Chureh of this city, of which Dr. J. E. Hicks and 
Dr. F. F. Briggs are pastors. These units will comprise the 
church auditorium and gymnasium or social activities build- 
ing and are expected to be completed by the first of next year. 
The cost of construction is estimated at $150,000. 

The buildings will be of brick, stone, steel and concrete 
and will be equipped with a steam heating plant. Seating 
eapacity of the auditorium will be about 900. Pending the 
erection of the Sunday School building, which will be under- 
taken later, space in the gymnasium and basement of the 
auditorium will be utilized for the Sunday School.

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Some of the Possibilities in Lignite Production 
Through the Strip Mine Method of Operation. 


Austin, Tex., March 1—[Special.J]—Introduction of strip 
mine operations in the lignite fields of Texas by the West- 
ern Securities Company, a subsidiary of the McAlester Coal 
Co.,of McAlester, Okla., may ultimately revolutionize the entire 
industry by reducing production costs tremendously as com- 
pared with the established mining methods now in general 
practice throughout the state. 

The importance of the operations of this company, which 
have been pushed quietly since 1922 when it acquired the 
property of the old Federal Fuel Company near Rockdale,

Was emphasized only recently when J. G. Ruterbaugh, presi- 
dent of the McAlester Coal Co. appeared before the city com- 
missioners of Austin and quoted delivered prices on lignite 
to the city which would make possible a saving of from 
$8000 to $10,000 yearly. As a result of this offer three 
lignite companies supplying the city voluntarily reduced the 
delivered price of their lignite 25 cents a ton. 

The activities of the Western Securities Company now 
command much attention. More than $200,000 in new equip- 
ment has been installed and lignite is now being shipped 
in quantity. <A strip has been opened about 900 feet long, 
SO feet wide and 40 feet deep. The overburden is removed 
by a 175-Bucyrus shovel, made hy the Bucyrus Co., South 
Milwaukee, Wis., and deposited on the side of the strip. 
When the big shovel reaches the opposite end of the prop- 
erty it will be turned about and will work back parallel 
to the first cut, depositing the dirt in the pocket left by 
the removal of the overburden and lignite. In this manner 
the entire property can be mined without necessitating the 
handling of the dirt but once. Behind the large shovel a 
Model 37 shovel, of 114 tons capacity made by the Marion 
Steam Shovel Co., of Marion, Ohio, removes the uncovered 
lignite. It operates in the cut with railroad cars besides it. 
About 50 yards ahead is the big shovel operating on the 
vein of lignite, and behind is the smaller shovel running on 
the floor of the vein. The railroad tracks are placed on top 
of the vein. 

It is said that a coal car of 40 tons can be loaded in about 
12 minutes, giving a working capacity of something like 1200 
tons for an 8-hour day. 

The operations here are in striking contrast to the 
methods now generally used in Texas lignite mines, where 
lignite is extracted from depths varying from 50 to 300 feet 
by means of shaft and hand labor. 

The property is located about six miles from the main line 
of the International-Great Northern Railroad and approxi- 
mately nine miles from Rockdale. The spur from the main 
line to the strip was rebuilt by the McAlester firm, and the 
line has been incorporated under the name of the Rockdale, 
Sandow and Southern. 


BIG BUILDING PROJECT FOR SAN ANTONIO. 
Plan Erection of Four Structures to Cost $1,310,- 


000—Apartment House, Hotel, Theater, 
and Garage. 


San Antonio, Tex.—Plans are being prepared by Henry T. 
Phelps of this city for the erection of four structures here for 
S. L. Jeffers at a cost of $1,310,000. These include a ten- 
story apartment house to cost $425,000; 11-story hotel to cost 
$500,000; theater to cost $300,000, and a garage to cost 
$85,000, all to be located at Avenue E and Third street. 

The apartment house will be of brick and concrete with 
stone trim, to contain eight apartments on each floor; the 
hotel will be of similar construction and will have 400 rooms. 
Dimensions of the proposed theater will be 150 by 190 feet, 
the building to be of brick and concrete or structural steel 
with tile or plaster, and to have a seating capacity of 2000. 
The garage will be 65 by 212 feet, two stories, of brick and 
concrete. 





Raising Funds for Atlanta’s Industrial Bureau. 

Atlanta. Ga., March 1—[Special.]—More than $20,000 of 
Atlanta’s $100,000 industrial bureau fund has already been 
pledged, and the campaign for funds is only getting under 
way. 

At the first regular meeting of the Industrial Bureau com- 
mittee Saturday, ten chairmen were appointed by President 
Chamber of Commerce to handle the

Each chairman will appoint a committee of five from in- 
terests he represents, to co-operate with him in an effort to 
raise the remaining $80,000 needed. When the fund is com- 
plete a competent man will be employed to handle the affairs 
of the bureau, make surveys of different industries in Atlanta, 
and “sell” the city, through an organized campaign, to the 
rest of the country.

Details of New Dallas Church—Cost Estimated at 
$700,000. 


Dallas, Tex.—Details of the new building to be erected here 
by the First Methodist Episcopal Church, South, at an esti- 
mated cost of $700,000, have been announced. The building 
is designed to accommodate all institutional activities of the 
church and will front 240 feet on Ross avenue and 169 feet 
on Harwood street. 

Its exterior will either be of stone or vitreous gray brick 
with stone trimmings, while the roof will be of dark green 
tile. The main auditorium will be 87 by 90 feet with a wide 
foyer extending across the front. Sunday School departments 
will be located in a separate building to accommodate 3000 
and connected with the main auditorium by a wide corrider. 
It will be provided with a gymnasium 40 by 64 feet on the 
third floor. On the main floor and located between the main 
auditorium and the Sunday School building, there will be a 
roof garden 60 by 102 feet, to be floored with tile and 
provided with a stage. 

The ground floor, which will extend under main auditorium, 
Sunday School building and roof garden, will provide space 
for the young people’s department. Linoleum or mastic 
floors will be installed in the Sunday School building, while 
the woodwork and seating of the main auditorium will be of 
walnut. Features of this auditorium will be its decorated 
ceiling and the elegance of its altar, rostrum and choir space.

ITS POSSIBILITIES FOR INDUSTRIAL, AGRICULTURAL AND EDUCATIONAL DEVELOPMENT 
STRONGLY URGED AS OF NATIONAL IMPORTANCE BY PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT. 


By ArtHuR L. Powers, Knoxville, Tenn. 


Visualize a network of hardsurfaced roads, hotels at scenic 
points of high mountains, quaint little wayside inns be- 
side erystal-clear streams and automobile camp sites in 
the highest-lying hardwood forests of America which sheathe 
in primeval majesty a mountain system that has a unique, 
isolated individuality. You will thus have a mental picture 
of the projected forest reserve and national park in the 
North Carolina-Tennessee mountains, the realization of 
which will open a new and unprecedented flood of com- 
merce to the South and Southeast. 

The whole nation should awaken to the importance and 
far-reaching effect of this project. It will form the con- 
necting link between the North and the South for the 
thousands of tourists that migrate largely in automobiles 
annually to the South, opening new and better roads through 
the greatest scenic area of Eastern America for them and 
providing new and better automobile camp sites and hotel 
accommodations, the absence of which now causes the greater 
part of this trade to detour over much longer and less 
desirable routes. 

A national park in the Smoky Mountains which form 
the master chain of the Appalachian system that extends 
over six hundred miles Southeastward from Virginia to 
Alabama, touching and affecting directly eight contiguous 
states, will give a new impetus to the fruit-growing possi- 
bilities of this mountainous section which has been de- 
clared by-agriculturists second to none in the country for 


the production of apples, peaches, grapes and other sub- 
frigid zone fruits. It will give also an entirely new 
outlet and demand for farm products from the fertile river 
valleys of this and adjacent sections. The slow develop- 
ment of these wonderful potentialities directly results from 
the lack of good roads, of better shipping facilities and of 
extensive local demand. 

The rivers of this area have a rapid, steady flow from 
“their cradles in the sky.” They pour over high falls and 
through deep gorges at many places, furnishing an un- 
limited opportunity for the development of power to turn 
the wheels of new industries seeking an ideal location. A 
national park and the resultant good roads will advertise 
the now little known possibilities of this area. 

Hubert Work, Secretary of the Interior, in explaining 
the theory and practice of the Government in the establish- 
ment of national parks has said that “Our National Park 
System is made up of areas enclosing scenery of a quality 
so unusual and impressive, or natural features so extra- 
ordinary, aS to possess national interest and importance 
as contradistinguished from local interest.” In the establish- 
ment of new parks advocated and planned by the Depart- 
ment of the Interior no better location fulfilling all the requi- 
sites outlined by Secretary Work can be found in the country 
for the establishment of one of them, than the North- 
Carolina-Tennessee mountains.

in her charming book, “The Carolina Mountains,” utters 
this plea and warning for the conservation of these moun- 
tains: 

“The high places, the birth chambers of the rivers, have 


struck their colors before the advance of the enemy...... 
The wisdom of the invader is such that he can if he will 
use the forest and yet preserve it, strengthen it, enhance 
its beauty, and increase its efficiency while even curtailing 
its area, and he will, let’ us hope, transform our Southern 
mountains with the intelligence of his higher reason, sup- 
planting the charm of wildness with the grace of beauty. 
Thus the triumphant forests will continue to fold these 
ancient heights in their protecting mantle, they will beckon 
the rains to come, and steady the long rivers that flow to 
the sea.” 

Horace Kephart, sportsman and author, who spent three 
and a half years in the heart of the Smokies while writing 
his famous book “Our Southern Highlanders,’ wrote: 
“Upon them (the Smoky Mountains) . were born the 
first hardwoods of America—perhaps those of Europe too— 
and upon them today the last great hardwood forests of our 
country stand in primeval majesty, mutely awaiting their 
imminent doom.” 

The fact that this is the last of the great hardwood 
forests of our country is, it appears, sufficient reason for 
its conservation. The trees of these forests are unusally 
large with long clean boles that stand far apart, with little 
vegetation except the great variety of flowers which grows 
there. Kephart says that the tulip poplar tree sometimes 
grows to a size of ten and twelve feet in diameter. 

The tulip that grows in the Smokies is the only genus of 
the species found in America, its nearest kindred being 
found in far away Asia. This tree with the cherry or 
“mahogany,” which also grows to a large size, are the two 
most rare and valuable found in America. But “their 
virtue has been their destruction” and they have long since 
vanished from the more accessible places, 

The mountain heights are covered with heavy growth 
of spruce and balsam among which grow flowers and shrubs 
that resemble those of the Canadian wilds. The chestnut, 
another tree which is rapidly vanishing in America, still 
lingers in the Smokies in large groves where all other 
varieties of trees are crowded out. These chestnuts also 
grow to very large size and in the fall of the year literally 
eover the ground with their rich fruit. 

Species of oak grow in the Smokies that are found no- 
where else in the world, I am told. The cross-pollination

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of trees there has created scores of varieties of oak as well 
as other species of trees and plants which are new and 
distinct reproductions of the parent plant. ‘About a hundred 
aud twenty species of native trees grow in the Smoky 
forest itself,’ ‘writes Kephart. “When Asa Gray visited 
the North Carolina mountains he identified, in a thirty- 
mile trip, a greater variety of indigenous trees than could 
be observed in -crossing Europe from England to Turkey, 
or in a trip from Boston to’ the Rocky Mountain Plateau.” 

Botanists say that the Smoky Mountains are the richest 
collecting ground. in the United States. “In the summer 
the mountains are one vast flower garden,” among which 
some of the rarest plants and flowers of the’ world are

and plants which adorn the slopes in every imaginable 
shade of green during winter. 

The Smoky Mountains, the greatest mass of highlands in 
the whole Appalachian system, rise highest along the 
Tennessee-North Carolina border where there are scores 
of peaks that exceed 6000 feet in height. The rising cres- 
cendo of ridges ascend tier beyond tier until they meet 
the domed sky-line, softened all the way by dense forests that 
hide the coves and lend color to the unbroken panorama of 
rounded peaks and ridges holding in their bosom the water 
supply of several states. 

At the tops of these forest-covered ridges is the watershed 


of the range whose “feet lie in the valleys and head in the

found. William Bartram who came from Philadelphia to 
seek rare flowers in the wilds of the Smokies discovered 
the fiery azalea and wrote: 

“The clusters of the blossoms cover the shrubs in such 
incredible profusion on the hillsides that, suddenly open- 
ing to view from dark shades, we are alarmed with ap- 
prehension of the woods being set on fire. This is certainly 
the most gay and brilliant flowering shrub yet known.” 
Morely says of this rare flower which grows in such pro- 
fusion in the' Great Smokies, “To see the perfect fire of 
the azaleas you must come to their mountains....Only in 
the high parts of the Southern mountains do they attain 
perfection........Why is it that this species with fire 
in its veins lives only here and in the Far East?” Far 
East in the Himalaya Mountains, ‘one, finds whole moun- 
tain sides aglow....The open spaces are resplendent beyond 
words; one sees acres of flower-flames ablaze on the slopes.” 

The laurel and rhododendron of which there are distinct 
species in the Smokies, the red-blooming mountain rose- 
bay and many other varieties of flowering trees and plants, 
many of which are rare indigenous plants of this region 
could be listed among the large number that present a carni- 
val of color from early spring to late autumn to be sup- 
planted in beauty by a great variety of evergreen trees 


clouds.” The clearing of these great tree-clad peaks and 
ridges will allow the sun to beat upon the dry earth and 
kill the mosses and undergrowth that hold freshets in check 
and conserve the moisture. The prosperity of this section 
depends upon these forests which if lost to us will be a 
national calamity. Almost all the European nations have 
suffered through the destruction of their forests, Spain 
“with her mountains of bare rock reflecting the sun, but 
not condensing the moisture that causes the rain to fall, 
France in destructive floods, Germany in lack of wood, all 
in one or usually many ways feeling the cessation of the 
beneficent work of the forest.” What has happened in 
Europe is beginning to happen to us. 

With a little care and stocking this vast area could be 
made a sportsman’s paradise. Bear in fairly plentiful 
numbers still roam these typically American valleys and 
hills, wild turkeys in large numbers, pheasants in dwindling 
numbers, a few deer, and gray squirrels by the thousands, 
feed and live in the extensive chestnut ‘‘flats,” and the beech 
groves. A luxuriant undergrowth of almost tropical 
density as found in many of the damp coves, and on the 
curious “balds” of the mountain tops grows a rich suc- 
culent grass resembling Kentucky blue grass. These grassy 
areas sometimes cover hundreds of acres and would furnish

feeding grounds for large herds of deer, elk, bighorn sheep 
and other animals that’ subsist on grasses and tender twigs. 

The thousands of streams that rush from their “birth- 
chambers in the sky” are ideal homes of rainbow trout and 
bass. Speckled trout are plentiful in all these streams and 
bass fairly plentiful in some of them. The writer tested 
the results of stocking one stream with rainbow and took 
twenty-odd beautiful specimens as a result of a day’s outing. 

Slowly a leviathan of steam and steel is denuding and 
raping the outer reaches of this, primeval area and in the 
course of a very few years will reach the heart of it which 
is “still unpeopled and unspoiled.” Far-seeing conserva- 
tionists in the region directly. affected have organized to 
promote its welfare by conserving yet using. All the civic 
organizations of Knoxville, Tenn.; Asheville, N. C. and the 
other towns and cities of the region have declared openly 


for the project, many of them having sent written endorse- 
ment to the Secretary of the Interior as no doubt all the 
others will do. Williston P. Davis, president of the main 
club which has for its purpose the boosting of .the project 
has already made several trips to Washington in its inter- 
est and reports that Secretary Work is favorable to the 
movement. Every Tennessee congressman and both the 
Tennessee senators as well as those of other states in the 
region directly affected will give their hearty support to 
the bill appropriating $5,000,000 for purchase of this vast 
area when it comes up for vote in the Congress. 

Finally, let us quote again our beloved preceptor, Botanist 
Morley. “Over these splendid slopes, one sees in imagination 
the protecting arm of the new national park reach out, 
as it soon will, to save them forever from the power of the 
destroyer.” 





Greenville Tobacco Market Has Good Season— 
Other Signs of Progress. 

Greenville, N. C., March 1—[Special.]—The Greenville 
tobaeco market, which closed on February 22, for the season, 
sold a total of 37,560,026 pounds at an average of $22.13 
per hundred pounds, bringing more than $8,312,000. These 
figures are the largest in the history of the market with 
the exception of one year. 

Pitt County also produced over 20,000 bales of cotton, 
valued at more than $3,000,000. 

Bankers are optimistic as a result of the past year and 
fuce the future with a good deal of confidence. A recent 
statement discloses the following facts for the banks of 
the county:

A Demand for Low Interest Rates to Save Agriculture. 
AN APPEAL IN BEHALF OF THE FARMERS OF AMERICA. 


By J. 


We have passed through strenuous times since December, 
with conditions in many respects similar to 1920. The con- 
fidence of the people has been destroyed and everyone seems 
to be gazing on Teapot Dome. They look in no other direc- 
tion, they fail to realize that business conditions are sound. 
Confidence has been destroyed and the people are demoralized 
and embittered. 


On two trips I took recently I noted very carefully there 
are two distinct marks of thought among the people. Many 
of them were despondent and had given up, and they constant- 
ly said: “What is the use of doing anything when there is 
such corruption in the Government? The Government is 
against us. We are taxed to death, governed to death. We 
cannot get cost for anything we produce. We are making 
too much. We are no longer under a democratic form of 
government. We are ruled by bureaus. The ownership of 
lands is fast passing out of the hands of people into the great 
mortgage companies and holding companies, and we will next 
go into bureaucratic rule and into agricultural serfdom, and 
it is useless to struggle against it. This condition is in- 
evitable. We would just as well try to get the little out of 
life we can and not make anything. If we make it, it will be 
taken away from us any way. We do not feel there is any 
chance for improvement. Our children have reached this 
conclusion and are leaving the farms and rural sections seek- 
ing employment in industrial centers and there is no use 
strugglihg to pay off debts to save our property. We had 
just as well let it go. We feel it is a determined plan on 
foot anyway to bring about these conditions. that the lands 
will drift into the hands of these corporations and we will be 
fortunate to rent lands from now on.” 

Then, you strike another class which is very bitter. I 
heard expressions at this time which would have been 
branded as disloyal even before the war. They say: ‘“Noth- 
ing will be done about these conditions which have been 
brought out in Washington. The big thieves will go un- 
punished. Taxes will continue to increase. Our govern- 
ment to-day is a government of money power. It is time for 
people to arise and assert themselves;”’ and I would hate 
to put in writing some of the bitter expressions I have heard. 
They expressed a spirit of bitter resentment and the people 
are convinced they have been grossly mistreated and the 
rights of the people are being fast taken away. 


They are constantly referring to the foreclosures of mort- 
gages, bankruptcies, and inability to pay debt, and the move- 
ment from the farms to the industrial centers, and the more 
intelligent state this has always been a forerunner of condi- 
tions which pointed plainly to agricultural serfdom. They 
say: 

“Why does not the Government do something for us if 
they have any interest in us? Why do they not open foreign 
markets? Why do they not give lower raves of interest and 
force the banks to pass it on to the agricultural producers and 
also to business? Why do they not lower taxes? We are 
being paralyzed by four conditions—high interest rates, high 
transportation rates, closing of foreign markets, by bureaus— 
we are ruled by people appointed and not by people we elect. 
The farmers should have an interest rate of 5 per cent and 
should be given a special rate of interest on past due loans 
which they are trying to pay.” 

One very intelligent farmer said: “I and my entire family 
have been struggling to pay off debts which were loaded on 
us in 1920. All of my sons were grown and in various lines 
of business. Thought we could save the old homestead;

however, it is impossible to pay 8 per cent interest, continue 
to exist and discharge the principal. My God, at 8 per cent 
I have just found out in 8 years it practically doubles itself! 
I was foolish to ever make the effort. It seems the government 
would give low rates in the way of rediscount rates to banks 
requiring the banks to pass same on to the farmers. My 
boys tell me when in France and Germany it was impossible 
almost to find a farmer in bankruptcy. H)s affairs would be 
taken over by a trusteeship under a law provided by the 
government. He was charged no interest at all until his 
debts were paid. Then they tell us there the farmers receive 
interest rates as low as 4 per cent and never over 5 per cent; 
yet, over in America we are fortunate to get loans from 
banks at 7 per cent. In some favored sections they get 7 
per cent. I have two sons in the west and one pays 10 per 
cent interest and the other 12 per cent interest. I am hoping 
some day there will come back a demand for their cattle. 
They are very successful in raising cattle, but there is no 
market for them.” 


I am just mentioning the above to show you the attitude 
of the people. This is the kind of letters coming to me. If 
the Federal Reserve would give out a statement that the 
rate of rediscount would be lowered and they would grant 
3 per cent on agricultural paper, allowing the loans to be 
passed on at 5 per cent, this to apply to all reserve districts 
in agricultural sections it would do much to restore confidence. 
It would increase their buying power. I do not know of 
anything which would have a more beneficial effect; and I do 
not think any President has ever had the opportunity to bring 
greater benefits to the American people than the President 
now has by requiring a drastic lowering of the rediscount 
rate, as outlined above. The high rate is inexcusable with 
the vast amount of unused money in the Reserve System. 

Even the farmers are becoming wise to what this condition 
is leading. In discussing this matter with one intelligent 
farmer he said: “I am convinced it is only a matter of time 
when the lands of the agricultural sections will all pass into 
the ownership of the great holding companies. The vast 
majority of farming lands are now under mortgage. The 
companies holding the mortgage have companies for buying 
in these lands and unless some relief is given it is only a 
matter of time when we will have agricultural serfdom in 
America. For that reason Mexico never developed.” 


After these trips I made an examination of the records 
of history and I fail to find any record in history, even beyond 
the time of Christ, where they had prosperity or advancement 
of civilization without low interest rates and without the 
ability of agriculture and business to secure finances at 
reasonable rates with which to grow and develop; and I find 
in America that at every stage where we had prosperity we 
had low interest rates and agriculture and commerce were 
enabled to secure their very life-blood, instead of having it 
locked in the vaults which is the case to-day. 

I wish you would start one of your vigorous campaigns for 
low interest rates in America and wage it in the masterful 
manner in which you waged the fight against the deflation. 
You would be rendering a real service to the agriculture and 
commerce of the entire nation and I think of the entire world, 
as what affects the people of America has a like effect on the 
people worldwide. Do not forget that some of the states have 
laws bearing on interest. Take North Carolina—you can 
only charge an interest rate of 6 per cent; hence, when the 
Federal Reserve was charging its high rediscount rates they 
could not use the Reserve System. The old cry that the low 
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rates will not be passed on to the people can be gotten around 
by the banks being required to pass this rate on, the same as 
was done on Liberty Bonds. 

We are face to face with a cotton famine and yet, they state 
they cannot sell cotton goods. Is there over-production? No, 
under-consumption. The people are not buying because they 
have not the wherewithal to buy. The same applies to other 
commodities; however, you are fully posted on this. 

I feel so deeply the great need of lower rediscount rate 
along the lines suggested above, and the need of relief to 
conditions which are plainly leading to conditions which 
should never exist in America that I cannot help express my 
views once I touch on the causes of these conditions. 





No Material Change in Labor Situation Anticipated 
in Kanawha Field This Spring. 


Charleston, W. Va., February 29—[Special.]—That there 
will be little or no change in the labor status of mines in the 
Kanawha coal field this spring has been indicated by repre- 
sentatives of the Kanawha Coal Operators Association who 
lay stress on the fact that negotiations between representa- 
tives of District 17, United Mine Workers and some of the 
operators of the region will be binding only upon the operators 
who become signatory to an agreement, and not upon the 
Kanawha Association as a whole or upon all the operators 
in the Kanawha field, since about 65 per cent ofall the 
tonnage in the Kanawha region is produced at mines 
now being operated and having been operated upon an open 
shop basis for the last two years or since the strike of 1922. 

Announcement as to the beginning of negotiations made by 
representatives of the union to the effect that the conference 
was to be between the Kanawha Operators Association and 
District 17 elicited the information that the association as 
such was not and would not’ be a party to any conference 
with the union, since only a part of the operators in the 
field had an agreement with the United Mine Workers. 

The fact that the association as a whole is not a party to 
the conference and that such operators as did attend the 
conference had power to act only for themselves and not 
as a general scale committee discloses that all of the mine 
owners who have been running, their mines independent of 
any agreement, except with their own men, will continue 
to do so. 

That a similar policy is to be pursued in that territory 
covered by the Monongahela Coal Association has also been 
indicated by a statement recently made by C. A. Goodwin 
of Morgantown, in which it was made plain that coal pro- 
ducers would be left free to act as they saw fit and that 
no one was authorized to act for the association as a whole. 
It is generally predicted in view of the agreement recently 
reached between miners and operators at Jacksonville, that 
a period of keen competition for business will tend to 
eliminate from the market all except such mines as are able 
to produce tonnage at a very minimum of cost, so that the 
smaller mines which are able to operate under only the 
most favorable market conditions may be precluded from 
continuing production. 





Fort Myers Sells $445,000 of Bonds. 


The MANUFACTURERS REcorD has been advised by F. E. 
Smith, city clerk of Fort Myers, Fla., that the city has sold 
$445,000 of bonds to the Atlantic National Bank of Jackson- 
ville, and to Prudden & Co. of Toledo, Ohio, at a premium 
of $5874. 

Proceeds from the sale of these bonds are intended to 
defray the cost of a number of municipal improvements, 
including, paving, sewers, water mains, gas plant, etc. 


Believes in Turning Muscle Shoals Over to Henry 
Ford on His Own Terms.

Editor Manufacturers Record: 

I have today received the reprint of the front cover of 
the February 14th, Recorp, with the article on the Muscle 
Shoals situation. 

I have been very much surprised at your change of front. 
A year ago you were giving Henry Ford credit for opening the 
eyes of the United States to the value of Muscle Shoals, now 
you are opposing action by Congress accepting his offer. 

I agree with you that this natural asset should be utilized, 
not for individual profit alone, but for the broadest service to 
the great stretch of country contiguous to the Tennessee 
rapids. 

You seem to entertain quite a different opinion of the 
merits of the several propositions from the opinion enter- 
tained by the House Committee, which has recently by a 
majority vote reported Mr. Ford’s offer as being better than 
any other offer submitted. 

Looking at this matter broadly, I consider that if this 
asset is to be utilized, not for individual profit alone but 
for the general good, the United States should take its chances 
with Mr. Ford and not with the power companies and their 
associates to whom you refer. y 

As everyone knows, the power company referred to are 
not actuated in the slightest degree by altruistic motives. 
They propose to go into the matter for the money that can 
be made out of it. Perhaps, after all, this is the best basis. 

On the other hand, it is well-known that Mr. Ford, while 
presenting the proposition on a business basis, is actuated 
by motives of an altruistic and patriotic nature. 

You say that Mr. Ford is asking Congress to transfer 
Muscle Shoals to him at what you consider an absurdly low 
price. 

Mr. Ford has asked nothing and is asking nothing of 
Congress. The fact is that at the time when junking the 
project was being considered, a high official of the Executive 
Department of the Federal Government undertook personally 
to interest Mr. Ford. The first presentation of the matter 
was as a purely business proposition. It was turned down. 
On a second visit, however, another aspect was presented. 
It was suggested that since Carnegie had used his wealth for 
library extension, and Rockefeller for scientific research and 
general education, Mr. Ford might render a _ service to 
humanity by aiding agriculture. This suggestion grew out 
of the fact that Mr. Ford had already, through his auto- 
mobile and tractor, done much in this direction. It was at 
this point that Mr. Ford began to take an interest in the 
matter, and his motive as is well-known to those who in- 
duced him to submit the offer was of a desire to aid agri- 
culture. 

At the present moment there is widespread and deep- 
seated distrust of powerful combinations of wealth. The 
people of the United States, however, have full confidence in 
the integrity and ability of Henry. Ford, and are fully con- 
vinced that the interest of the people as a whole will be 
better served by turning over the Muscle Shoals enterprise 
to him than were it transferred to any combination, that 
has thus far submitted an offer. 

The opposition on the ground of the century life of lease 
is not well-taken. If Mr. Ford is willing to assume such a 
serious obligation as is involved for a period of one hundred 
years binding himself to make the greatest possible provi- 
sion for the national security for so long a period of time. 
and undertaking to do the greatest thing that could possibly 
be done to enrich impoverished soil, I do not think we should 
hesitate to let him assume this responsibility. 

If Mr. Ford can do as well with the Muscle Shoals enter- 
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prise, as he has done in the matter of reducing the price of 


_ motor vehicles, the sooner Congress acts and puts him on 


the job, the better.

[The MANUFACTURERS REcorp still gives credit to Mr. Ford 
for helping to awaken the country to the value of Muscle 
Shoals, but it has never favored giving him a 100 year con- 
trol of that property, and since his rather indefinite offer 
was made the Government has received another offer which 
we believe to be very much better than Mr. Ford’s. Hence, 
we believe that the Government should not accept Mr. Ford's 
offer unless he meets and matches in every particular for 
the good of the whole South, the other offer. 

If Mr. Johnson will carefully study the minority report 
of the House Committee, we think he will find unanswerable 
arguments against accepting Mr. Ford's proposition. 

So far as a “combination of wealth” is concerned, 
Mr. Ford individually is about the “biggest combination of 
wealth” in America and the possession of Muscle Shoals 
on his terms for 100 years would probably be worth to 
him and his heirs more than all the wealth he now has. 
We are distinctly opposed to Government bonus to enlarge 
that wealth and its tremendous power for even if Mr. Ford 
were as altruistic as Mr. Johnson thinks, his heirs might 
not be of the same mold.—Editor MANvurFacturerRS REcORD.]

The fantastic financing of the Ford offer for Muscle Shoals 
has been commented on before in these columns. That it has 
been taken seriously by So many people, politicians and other- 
wise, is testimony to the magic of the Detroiter’s name, or 
to the average low mentality of a large number of our fellow 
citizens. But the prize for special pleading is taken by the 
majority of the committee of the House, which reported the 
Ford bill favorably. First, in order to show the monetary 
superiority of the Ford offer this committee amortizes the 
power company offer over 50 years and the Ford offer over 
100 years, divides the first amortization by 50 and the second 
by 100 and offers the two hundred odd thousand per year 
Ford superiority as conclusive evidence of its more favorable 
return to the government. But, not content with this calm 
disregard of the mathematical increase of an amortized fund, 
the committee has the effrontery to include in the Ford 
amortization a total of $20,000,000, which is the accumulated 
interest and capital at the end of 100 years of the $5,000,000 
cash Ford will pay for the eighty-million dollar plant which, 
the army reports, has a salvage value alone of close to ten 
millions.

I have copy of letter you have sent to his office to publish

the Power Companies getting Muscle Shoals, it would be 
absolutely a shame for the Trust to get hold of the gigantic 
Nitrate plants and Wilson Dam, have you fallen in line with 
Wall Street in upholding the Power Trust Bid, your publica- 
tion is supposed to support Southern Industries but not the 
English Government, you refer to your interview with Mr. 
Mitchell former President of the Alabama Power Company 
as a American, as I remember correctly Mr. Mitchell was a 
Canadian, of course there is no use to discuss the past, Mr. 
Mitchell is layed to rest in a quiet place. another thing do 
you not know that the Alabama Power Company is formerly 
if not now controled by,English capital, if this be the case is 
that an American Corporation, Mr. Ford has promised and 
guaranteed to produce a certain amount of fertilizer and 
should he get Muscle Shoals which we are doing the utmost 
to help him will he not supply other states with power, if you 
will go into the matter a bit deeper you will find that the 
main object of the Power Companies in making a Bid for the 
properties was to delay action on the Ford offer, a certainly 
party who had taken one too many made such a statement. 
we in the South have never known the good Mr. Ford has 
done or can do but we do know what the Alabama Power 
Company has done. 

I would suggest that you get on the right side of the fight, 
your publication is supposed to help benefit the South as a 
whole. you are helping to Alabama Power Company to put 
more money to their credit. try helping the people as a whole 
a little bit. I would like for you to absorb a bit of this letter.

In reply to the foregoing, printed exactly as written, the 
editor of the MANUFACTURERS REcorD wrote Mr. Hillhouse 
as follows: 


“I have yours of February 8 which has been forwarded 
from my Baltimore office. I hardly think that any letter 
has been sent from my office asking your paper, or any other, 
to publish anything that we have had in regard to Muscle 
Shoals. It is barely possible that the Tennessee Manufac- 
turers Association may have sent out a copy of my letter to 
that organization, but I am quite sure my office has not done 
so. You are not, therefore, declining any request which I 
have made in expressing your unwillingness to publish the 
letter. All that we have had to say on the subject has 
appeared in the MANUFACTURERS RECORD. We are not respon- 
sible for anything else outside of that, but we have repeatedly 
said in our editorial columns for many years that anything 
which appeared in the MANUFACTURERS REcoRD could be 
republished by any one who desired to do so. In this way 
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a great many articles published in the REcorp have been re- 
printed and widely distributed by others. 

“T am at a loss to understand your suggestion that we are 
supposed to support Southern industries and not the English 
Government. We did not know that in a discussion of the 
best way in which to utilize Muscle Shoals we were in any 
way whatever advancing anything in regard to the English 
You think Mr. Mitchell, the first president, was 
a Canadian. I have always understood that he was an 
American by birth. But even if he was a Canadian, Alabama 
heartily welcomed the incoming of English capital for the 
development of water powers that had long remained idle and, 
therefore. practically valueless to the state and now Canada 
is warmly welcoming J. B. Duke of North Carolina who is 
spending probably $50,000.000 in hydro-electric development 
there. 

“Moreover, you have probably seen the statement that while 
originally there was a large amount of English and I believe 
seme Canadian capital in the Alabama Power Company, a 
very large proportion, a very considerable majority as I 
remember it, of the securities of that company are now owned 
by Americans, and largely by the officers of the company. 
It is, therefore in no sense an English controlled company. 
But according to my recollection during the last 42 years of 
newspaper work for the South, this section has been un- 
ceasingly striving to attract English as well as American 
capital into the development of its resources. 

“The whole country, from the days of the Civil War until 
the recent World War, was constantly seeking to secure 
European capital for the building of railroads and the devel- 
epment of the great industrial enterprises of the country. 
No one for 4 moment imagined that it was any reflection upon 
the honor and integrity of this country to welcome European 
capital into these undertakings, and if it had not been for 
the investment of billions of dollars of foreign capital many 
of the railroads of the West and of the South and many of 
the great industrial enterprises developed by English capital 
would not be in existence. 

“It seems to me to be a rather narrow view, having wel- 
comed a few years ago foreign capital into the South, now 
to attack the Muscle Shoals offer of the Southern power 
companies merely because one of these power companies is 
supposed to be controlled by English capital; although that 
inference, as I have said, has been emphatically denied as: to 
the present ownership of the Alabama Power Company. 

“IT have not been able to read into Mr. Ford's proposition 
any guarantee to produce a certain amount of fertilizers. 
and I would be unwilling to see him, or any other man or 
any combination of men, secure a hundred year control over 
property of such immense yalue as Muscle Shoals. Mr. Ford 
is subject to the same end of all mortality. He cannot live 
one hundred years, nor half of a hundred. Who would follow 
him in a hundred year possession of such a property no 
human being can say. From the very first, while giving full 
credit to Mr. Ford for what he did in stirring up a lively 
interest in this property, I have insisted that the Government 
should not give him a hundred year lease on it. 

“As I have repeatedly said, the only interest of the MANv- 
FACTURERS REeEcoRD in this proposition is the interest of the 
whole South and not of any particular group of men, or 
companies, nor of any particular limited section. I ean fully 
appreciate that your immediate community, including Sheffield 
and Florence, would prefer that the entire amount of power 
available at Muscle Shoals should be used in your immediate 
section for the creation of a large city; but I do not believe 
that that would be for the best interests of the whole South, 
and I am looking for the larger welfare of the larger number 
of people scattered from Carolina to Mississippi. If any other 


Government. 


group of men can make, or will make a better proposition 
than that of the Southern power companies, I would be only 
too glad to see it done; but under no condition could I possibly 


favor Congress giving to Mr. Ford so vast a bonus as a 
property which belongs not to your immediate territory, but 
to the entire Central South. 

“Perhaps you may have seen that the North 
Geological Survey protests against the acceptance of Mr. 
Ford’s proposition on the specific ground that the waters: 
which flow over Muscle Shoals largely originate in the moun- 
tains of Carolina, and that, therefore, that state is entitled 
to the benefit, to such an extent as may be feasible, of the 
power generated at Muscle Shoals. And some of the reser- 
voirs which may have to be built in order to develop to the 
fullest extent the transportation and power potentialities of 
the ‘Tennessee River will have to be in the North Carolina 
mountains. North Carolina is, therefore, opposing Mr. Ford’s 
proposition as vigorously in its own behalf, as you and the 
people in your immediate community are insisting upon ac- 
ceptance of Mr. Ford’s offer. 

“TI am firmly convinced that there is some justice in the 
claim of North Carolina and other states which are demand- 
ing that an asset of such very great value to the entire nation 
should not be given to Mr. Ford, or any other one man, on so 
flimsy a proposition as he has made, and given to him for a 
hundred years with the right of preference for renewal after 
that century has passed. This would be turning over to Mr. 
Ford and his heirs a potential source of wealth which within 
the hundred years would probably be worth more to him and 
his heirs than all the vast wealth which up to this time 
he has accumulated in the automobile industry. 

“IT shall not undertake, of course, to reply to your criticisms 
of the Alabama Power Company, taking for granted that that 
company is abundantly able to present its own side of the case. 
My interest in the matter is wholly for the interest of the 
entire South. But please bear in mind that so far as I know. 
no letter has been sent from my office, and certainly none has 
been sent by me, asking you or any other editor to publish 
anything on the subject which has appeared in the MANUFAc- 
TURERS ReEcorD. But we have given to all our readers, at any 
time, the privilege of republishing in any way they desire 
whatever has once appeared in the MANUFACTURERS RECORD.”

TION WAS SUGGESTIVE BUT INADEQUATE. 


Advises Prompt Work to Make Southern Exposition 
a Success. 


G. L. Miller & Company, 
New York, February 27. 
Editor Manufacturers Record: 

Your: telegram of Saturday arrived just subsequent to a 
visit by me, Friday, to the Florida State Exposition, and a 
discussion concerning the Exposition among some of my 
organization. For that reason, it was not difficult for me to 
answer it immediately. 


I do not wish, by any means, to place myself in the chair 
of the outside critic who stands by, watches others accomplish 
things and then tells how much better he could have done it. 
Whatever criticism was contained in my answer to your 
telegram, or which may be contained in this letter, is inspired 
by my loyalty to and zeal for the state of Florida, and I 
trust it will be considered constructive. 


I wish to preface my observations, also, by the statement 
that those responsible for the recent Exposition should be 
heartily commended for their enterprise and spirit, both of 
which are true reflections of the characteristics of the citizens 
of Florida who have contributed to the State’s remarkable 
erowth in importance and opportunity. 

The major criticism of the recent Exposition is, of course, 
that it did not represent the whole of Florida. According to 
newspaper accounts, only twenty-nine out of the total of sixty 
counties were represented at all. And of these twenty-nine, 
the number which displayed convincing visual argumeuts 
in favor of Florida was very small. 


When I think of Florida, (and I often hark back to the 
many happy and enjoyable years I spent there), I visualize 
a golden state where Nature’s kindly soul works miracles for 
the benefit of the nation. What a boon it is to our high-strung, 
intense-striving population that, within the borders of our 
country, we should have a natural playground where relaxa- 
tion or rejuvenation are in the very air—which cannot 
be excelled in any quarter of the globe—which is virtually 
a foreign land transplanted to our shores. Business men 
in inereasing numbers each year are becoming aware of 
the tonic value of a midwinter vacation in Florida. To 
no little extent, this has been one of the principal stimuli 
to development in the state. For, quite outside of the direct 
revenue of such tourist trade, a great number of such men 
have become, through their visits to Florida, greatly in- 
terested in the state’s possibilities and have made sub- 
stantial investments of one kind or another. Surely an 
Exposition should be deliberately planned so as to carry 
this great message in uncontrovertible terms to those of 
influence and wealth who might visit it. 

Almost everyone knows, today, that Florida is a great 
citrus growing state. But it would be wrong to allow the 
impression to become widespread that Florida is a ‘‘one-crop” 
section. How many know that the sands along the ocean 
front adjacent to St. Augustine yielded up a contribution in 
rare minerals which was not of inconsiderable effect in win- 
ning the World War? 

How many think of the large crops of corn, sweet potatoes, 
Irish potatoes, peanuts, tobacco, pecans, beans and bananas 
when they think of Florida? How many realize that the 
value of manufactured products in Florida increased over 
250 per cent in the five years beginning with 1914, and is still 
on the upgrade? How many know that Florida’s industrial 
activity includes as major items, lumber, cigars and cigarettes, 
ship building (both wooden and steel) turpentine, rosin, fer- 
tilizers and shipping among others? 

And yet, if I were to judge Florida by this Exposition. I 


. visitor. 


could not assume other than that the entire state was covered 
exclusively by orange, grapefruit, lemon, and lime groves. 
And to tell the truth, New Yorkers can find many fruit stores 
here which display better fruit than that shown at the Ex- 
position. The samples given away were pithy and insipid. 
They should have been very choice and especially selected 
for discriminating New York patrons. 

The next major criticism is that the “New York psychology” 
was not sufficiently considered, at least in two respects. First, 
there was not sufficient advance publicity. To get New York 
people to turn out in large numbers, especially to an Exposi- 
tion where admission is charged, it is necessary to make 
a great fuss over it. Yet so little was done along this line 
that not even myself knew of the Exposition until it was open 
and well under way. It would seem that the Exposition 
should have had at least a month’s advance publicity both by 
advertising and reading notices. If the New York concerns 
who are interested in Florida had been approached, a virtual 
avalanche of assistance, co-operation and support could have 
been obtained ‘to this end. Then, by the time the Exposition 
opened, the greatest possible degree of interest would have 
already been aroused. 


Second, the Exposition itself was not “staged” with suffi- 
cient effect and skill to give the New Yorker the necessary 
thrill which he habitually expects. Madison Square is an- 
nually the scene of many impressive and startling shows, 
expositions, and features. The atmosphere of the place is 
one of expectancy of great and unusual things. Anything 
short of these characteristics falls somewhat flat and fails 
to impress. 

What a wonderful thing it would have been to enter the 
vast auditorium and to be immersed at once in a great and 
enveloping golden glow from the proper kind of flood-lights. 
skillfully arranged, symbolizing the orange tinge of Florida’s 
chief product (oranges and grapefruit) and to be confronted 
With an immense map of the state upon which was 
painted the natural resources and activities of each of the 
counties and principal cities! That would be Florida at a 
glance. Perhaps the floor space could have been so arranged 
so that streamers could have led downward from each county 
to the booth which displayed the advantages and opportunities 
of that county. Palm trees should have had an important 
place in the scheme and all attendants should have been 
clothed in spotless white, with white shoes and straw hats 
to match. The proper kind of literature, including a booklet 
on the state as a whole should have been available to every 
An atmosphere of cordiality, gayety and industry 
should have been effected by careful study and planning, 
even drilling of attendants. 


But I find I am going into too great detail. I do not 
pretend to know exactly how such a job should be handled. 
I do know that, in justice to Florida and in recognition of 
the great help which New York—the world’s greatest market 
and financial center—has to offer Florida, next year’s Ex- 
position should far surpass this one and that the initial steps 
toward its successful opening should be taken now. This 
much seems certain—a definite organization should be createa 
to work exclusively on this problem and the greatest measure 
of co-operation should be solicited and offered such an organ- 
ization. Ben Franklin’s homely old saying that “a job worth 
doing at all, is worth doing well,” applies here. 

Perhaps one of the most important results of the recent 
Exposition will be that it will stir up sufficient controversy 
and interest so that next year’s show will hit the target 
squarely in the center. 

And should not all of us who are deeply interested in the 
South let this remind us that the South-wide E’xposition 
already announced for 1925 must be not less than the best 
that can be produced? We should all get heartily behind the 
committee which has this Southern Exposition in charge and 
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offer our assistance and co-operation. I, for one, am heartily 


desirous of so doing. 

I cannot close without once more pointing out the extreme 
need in the South for state organizations or associations 
which shall be headquarters for information much in demand 
in the North at the present and which will be even more 
needed in future years. There is a great awakening in the 
North and a swelling tide of interest in the South. I see it 
every day in my own business and magazines and newspapers 
are continually publishing articles and editorials relating the 
wonderful progress in the Southern states. This must indeed 
be gratifying to you who for so many years have fought the 
South’s fight for just recognition. As you know, I, in my own 
way have also fought this fight and in saying what I have in 
this letter, I have utilized the privilege of one battle scarred 
veteran of such a struggle addressing another.

Memphis, Tenn.—Contracts for fixtures for four floors of 
the eight-story building .being erected here by the Peabody 
Hotel Co. for B. Lowenstein Bros., Inc., have been awarded 
and it is expected that remaining contracts will be let in a 
short time. The Grand Rapids Showease Co. of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., received contract for counters, showcases, shelv- 
ing, ete., for the first, second and third floors; the remainder 
of the fixture contract was awarded to the National Show- 
ease Co. of Columbus, Ga. Contract for the installation of a 
pneumatic tube conveyor system was let to the Lamson Co. of 
Syracuse, N. Y. 

The first floor will have fixtures of dark walnut with show- 
eases and cabinets of glass. Brown mahogany will be used 
om the second and fourth floors and American walnut on 
the third.

Work Soon to Begin on $350,000 Hotel at Corsi- 
cana—Contracts Awarded. 


Corsicana, Tex.—Contracts have been awarded by the 
Corsicana Hotel Co., G. A. MeGregor, Dallas, president, for 
the erection of its five-story building here to cost about 
$350,000. Young & Young are the architects and the Joor 
Engineering Co.. structural engineers, both of Dallas, Gen- 
eral contract has been awarded to the Southern Construction 
Co.. also of Dallas. 

The building will be 100 by 100 feet, fireproof, of rein- 
forced concrete and steel, and will be equipped with a 
steam heating plant.

A Publicity Tax. 


It is probable that there will be presented to the legislature 
that is soon to convene a proposal to authorize a publicity 
tax in such communities as will elect to impose such a levy. 


This measure seems to us to be a wise piece of legislation. 
Should it pass, Monroe well may consider taking advantage 
of its provisions. 

In every community there is a class of citizens who may 
be termed civie slackers. They are men of wealth and large 
property interests who take no part in the work of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce or such agencies and activities but are noth- 
ing loath to take full advantage of the benefits that are ob- 
tained for the community by the faithful work of others. 
It is to reach this class that a publicity tax is necessary. 

The purpose of a publicity tax is to provide.a fund for 
community advancement. Usually, such monies are turned 
over to the Chamber of Commerce. Invariably, where the 
plan has been tried, the results are splendid. 

Aside from extracting their just share of expense of com- 
munity progress from the civic slackers, a publicity tax pro- 
vides a means whereby every person may participate in this 
work. Small property owners, under a tax of one of two 
mills, would pay from five or ten cents to fifty cents a year 
as their part in this activity. This is proper and democratic. 
People of limited means are entitled to pay into a community 
advancement fund and to share in its benefits in proportion 
to their interests. Thus special favors to large contributors

are forestalled because all contribute alike, according as they 
will reap future benefits. 

In an article in the MANUFACTURERS REcoRD, a reprint of 
which has been circulated to a limited number of business 
men by the Monroe Chamber of Commerce, Willis B. Powell, 
secretary of the Lake County, Florida, Chamber of Commerce, 
cites the advantages derived from a publicity tax there 
and adds: 

“At the last budget period, when but one and one-fourth 
mill was asked for the county commissioners (police jurors 
in Louisiana) issued a public statement wherein they said 
‘that at a eost covering a period of four years the Publicity 
Tax had exacted from the taxpayers less than the cost of 
one mile of improved highway, but for this $48,000 there was 
on file the names and addresses of 538 new settlers, whose 
value to the community is estimated at $10,000 each or 
$5.380.000.’ 

“It can be further stated that in four years the population of 
Lake County has doubled; the assessed valuation of property 
increased from $6,100,000 to $11.836,000; the bank resources 
from $3,500,000 to $10,000,000; the orange production from 
400,000 to 1,250,000; that while the county stands 26th in 
point of population it stands ninth in amount paid for auto- 
mobile license tags.” 

That report is strong argument for the publicity tax, even 
discounting the fact that it is a professional optimist who 
makes the returns and allowing for growth and expansion 
from other causes than well spent advertising funds. 

The percentage of money that goes into commissions, 
luncheons, printing and other expenses incidental to “drives” 
is large indeed and this is a needless expenditure that will be 
eliminated under funds—raising by taxation, so that about 
ninety-nine cents of every dollar will go to the purpose for 
peng it is intended, instead of only about sixty or seventy 
eents 

There is another point to be noted for a publicity tax. Mr. 
Powell observes that “It also gets a mite from the railroads, 
telegraph and telephone companies and foreign corporations, 
from chain stores, and non-residents. They profit as the 
town grows, and in 98 cases out of 100 they don’t contribute 
one penny to the local trade body.” 

It is time that the progressive and earnest element in the 
community that has always had to share the burden, through 
a proper understanding of their responsibilities, receive some 
relief through forcing the shirkers to take their just share 
of these obligations. We believe that a publicity tax will 
he a means to that end, that it will remove the present penalty 
upon progressiveness that the contribution and drive system 
imposes. 


Conference at Chattanooga in Interest of Develop- 
ment of Tennessee River Basin. 





Chattanooga, Tenn.—At a recent conference here of Chatta- 
nooga bankers, merchants and industrial leaders, a committee 
was appointed to work out details for a permanent organiza- 
tion to promote the development of the Tennessee River basin. 
A resolution was adopted endorsing a bill pending in Congress, 
which provides for a twenty-year topographic mapping pro- 
gram of the United States. E. D. Reed of the Tennessee 
Electric Power Co., told in an address of the various surveys 
now under way in Tennessee which show the development 
of the Tennessee River and its tributaries as an exceedingly 
large and important undertaking. 

The conference adopted another resolution requesting 
Congress to appropriate $350,000 for completing a survey of 
the upper Tennessee River and its tributaries, the money to 
come from funds appropriated to complete the Wilson dam 
at Muscle Shoals. Major Harold C. Fiske, United States 
engineer, reported concerning surveys being carried on by 
his department and explained the methods to be employed 
for building dams and storage basins, providing for a con- 
tinual flow of water in wet and dry seasons alike. P. J. 
Kruesi urged that everything possible be done to unite various 
sections of east Tennessee, in order that Congress may see 
the necessity for requisite measures to complete the survey 
of the basin. Data concerning past developments of the 
river, was supplied by C. W. Howard, industrial manager of 
the Chamber of Commerce. 

W. A. Sadd is chairman of the committee on permanent 
organization of the conference. 


English Cotton Trade Depressed—Short Time 


Recommended. 
Manchester, Eng., February 12—[Special]—Owing to the 
continued depression in the Lancashire cotton industry, 


the Master Spinners’ Federation at a meeting in Manches- 
ter today decided that short time working to the extent of 
21%, hours per week should be adopted for three months 
from February 23 to the end of May in the American spin- 
ning section. This will mean a stoppage of work on Satur- 
day, Monday and Tuesday of each week. 

A ballot of the members is to be taken immediately, and 
it is confidently hoped that the necessary majority of 80 per 
cent will be in favour of the proposal. The voting papers 
have to be returned not later than February 21. It may be 
pointed out that out of the 56,000,000 spinning spindles in 
Lancashire about 40,000,000 are engaged in the American 
section and about 150,000 operatives are affected by this 
short-time scheme. With regard to the question of con- 
trolling the American section of the spinning industry, a 
report was presented to the Committee of the Master Spin- 
ners’ Federation to-day on the proceedings of the Cundiff 
Committee, and the Federation representatives were rein- 
vested with power to continue their efforts in this connection. 

The short time movement was freely discussed on the 
Manchester Royal Exchange to-day. The opinion was ex- 
pressed that if spinning employers will not fall into line 
and support the Federation the blame will be on their own 
heads. The state of trade at the moment undoubtedly calls 
for drastic action yet there is a fear in some quarters that 
owing to petty jealousies between one group of mills and 
another the necessary 80 per cent majority may not be ob- 
tained. Short time in this section of the industry to the 
extent of 50 per cent was in operation from March to 
November last year when it was abandoned owing to a 
slight improvement in trade conditions. Since then it has 
been realized that the decision to cease restriction of output 
was a mistake as during the last couple of months ground 
has been lost rather rapidly, and at the present time it is 
impossible to sell yarn except at unprofitable rates. 





Plan $1,000,000 Building to House Records of 
Virginia. 

Richmond, Va—aA charter has been issued to the Vir- 
ginia Hall of Patriots Corporation, a non-stock organi- 
zation, which plans to raise $1,000,000 for the erection of 
a building to house historical and geneanological records of 
the state. Provisions of the charter set forth that land 
not exceeding ten acres shall be acquired for building 
purposes. 

Officers of the corporation include Rev. William Cabell 
Brown, president; Col. Eugene C. Massie, vice president; 
William B. Cridlin, secretary, and Henry E. Litchford, all 
of Richmond. 





Burlington Hotel to Cost $250,000 to Erect— 
Contract Awarded. 


Burlington, N. C.—Contract has’ been awarded by the 
Burlington Hotel Corporation, W. K. Holt, president, to the 
J. E. Beaman Construction Co. of Raleigh, N. C., for the 
erection of the proposed new hotel here which will cost 
$250,000 for the construction alone. About $60,000 will be 
expended for furnishings.

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Missouri Pacific Active in Agricultural Development.

The Missouri Pacific Railroad, through its Agricultural 
Development Department, has:launched an intensive campaign 
against the boll weevil in Arkansas. A spécial train, carry- 
ing well known agriculturalists, is touring the state at this 
time, and meetings are being held at all towns on the Missouri 
Pacific. At every place the importance of using fertilizer, 
calcium arsenate, and cultivating the cotton crop intensely, 
is being emphasized. 

Through the efforts of the Agricultural Department of the 
railroad, 65,000 peach trees are now being set in Eastern 
Arkansas, and tobacco beds have been burned in, in the north 
central part of the state, that will insure a crop of 3000 acres

this year. They also created a state-wide interest in poultry 
raising, a few months ago, when they ran a chicken chau- 
tauqua car over the state, and held “better poultry” meetings 
in every town. 

This railroad, which has a very large mileage in Arkansas, 
has joined hands with the farmer, and is reaching out into 
all lines of agriculture, with a well defined program that is 
showing splendid results. 

Recognizing the real value of an agricultural development 
department to the system, President Baldwin, last fall, 
separated it from the passenger department under which it 
had been functioning, appointed John T. Stinson, director, 
and told him to help the farmers make bigger and better 
crops. 

T. M. Williams, working under Mr. Stinson, with head- 
quarters in Little Rock, has charge of the organization and 
exploitation work in the state. 

Since last September, the department has tackled some large 
projects and gone through with them in good shape. The 
organization work done this winter will mean thousands of 
dollars in new revenues to Arkansas farmers, beginning this 
year. 

Their efforts in selecting new crops seem to be especially 
well directed. The White River Division of the Missour1 
Pacific is a mountain division, running from Newport, Ark., 
to Joplin, Mo. Topographically, it runs from the edge of the 
delta to the edge of the prairie, through the Ozark Mountains. 
Except the bottoms along the rivers and creeks, the farms 
which lie in the mountains are composed for the most part 
of small fields of from ten to eighty acres. These in order 
to be cultivated at a profit must be planted to crops that 
produce a maximum revenue. 

Three years ago the farmers living along the Missouri- 
Arkansas state line began to experiment with burley tobacco, 
and found it well adapted to the soil and climate. The yield 
is large, and the quality equal to any raised in the United 


States. The production in 1923 was approximately one 
million pounds, which brought on an average of about nine- 
teen cents a pound, yielding a gross of approximately $200 
an acre. ; 


Through the organization work of the Agricultural Develop- 
ment Department of the Missouri Pacific this winter, the 
area of this new burley district has been extended from 
Aurora, Mo., in Lawrence County, to Batesville, in™ In- 
dependence County, Arkansas. 

Because tobacco produces such a large revenue to the acre, 
a great many acres of land will be cleared in the mountains 
next year—small areas, consisting of a few acres, suitable 
for the cultivation of a high price crop but too small for grain. 

Sixty new tobacco barns were built last year and more are 
under construction now. This summer many more will be 
built to house the enlarged crop. The 1923 crop was mar- 
keted at Weston, Mo. The 1924 crop will be marketed 
at Branson, Mo., on the White River Division, where a 
large warehouse, with sales rooms has lately been completed. 
Dr. E. E. Corlis, of Branson, has been retained by the Mis- 
souri Pacific to direct the farmers in the White River country 
in making the crop this year. 

Last fall and early in the winter, the department organized 
a new peach growing district on Crowley’s Ridge, in Eastern 
Arkansas. This is a low lying ridge, a few miles wide, that 


starts in Southeast Missouri and meanders southwest to 
Helena, Ark. 


Farmers on Crowley’s Ridge have always raised

enough peaches for home use and the local markets but the 

industry never developed commercial magnitude. 

Most of the farmers, through the efforts of the department, 
now belong to the Crowley’s Ridge Development Association. 
There are local organizations at Paragould, Jonesboro, Harris- 
burg, Wynne, Forest City, Marianna and Helena. The Mis- 
souri Pacific received hearty co-operation both from the 
farmers and business men in the organization work. Sixty- 
five thousand trees have been purchased and are now being 
set. The organization also has an option on thirty-five thou- 
sand more, and judging by the demand for trees this 
option will probably be exercised. Roy Colliston, a well 
known horticulturist, has been retained by the railroad to 
assist the farmers in planting and cultivation. 

The department from now until well along in the spring 
will devote its work to the cotton crop, to pressing the neces- 
sity of using calcium arsenate and fertilizer in the fight 
against the boll weevil.

Rapid progress is being made on the construction of the 
large new plant of the Pacific Mills, at Lyman, S. C., near 
Spartanburg. The accompanying progress pictures taken on 
December 1, 1923, give an idea of the character of the develop- 
ment, which comprises a wide sheeting mill, a bleaching and 
finishing building, a storehouse, boiler plant, and over 300 
houses for the mill employes, with several community build- 
ings. The total floor space of the plant, including cotton mill 
and storehouse, will be approximately 500.000 square feet. 

The site selected for the plant lies along the main line of 
the Southern Railway between Spartanburg and Greenville, 
South Carolina, in Spartanburg County, about 11 miles south- 
The Piedmont & North-

For Cotton Compress and Warehouse at Beaumont. 

Beaumont, Tex., Mareh 1—[Special.]—Harvey Gilbert, a 
member of the industrial committee of the chamber of com- 
merce, at the next meeting of that committee will lay before 
it a proposition to erect a high-density cotton compress and 
bonded warehouse to be built by local capital. In addition 
io data on machinery and costs, Mr. Gilbert has the backing 
of several business men and says the deal will be put over, 
or everything turned over to the city in order that it may 
be handled by the wharf and dock commission. 

The proposition is to erect a high density press with a 
capacity of 50,000 bales and a bonded warehouse of equal 
capacity, the latter to be suitable also for naval stores. 
li is thought the compress and warehouse will both en- 
courage cotton growing in the immediate section of Beau- 
mont, and the project may be handled by a company with 
$150,000 capital. 


Carbon Black for Export by Ouachita River. 

S. M. Collins, secretary of the Chamber of Commerce, 
Monroe, La., advises that a regular packet service has been 
established by the Sherbourne Transportation Co., between 
Monroe and New Orleans via the Ouachita river. Weekly 
trips are made bringing merchandise from New Orleans and 
returning from Monroe with a cargo consisting chiefly of 
earbon black. Mr. Collins states that there is a saving of 
two or three days time in the transportation for export of 
carbon black by the river over the rail route and there is a 
very large saving in freight rates. He says: “It is strongly 
probable that in the very near future all export carbon black 
from the Monroe gas field will be carried through the port of 
New Orleans over the Ouachita River.”

A feature of the exhibit was an unusual shade of blue 
developed through a long series of experiments. Another 
was a comparison of the best Italian ochres with Georgia 
clay products, the latter being superior to the Italian products 
in clearness and lasting quality. 

“The field.” says Dr. Carver, “is unlimited. We have just 
begun to see the possibilities, and the development of the 
industries will most certainly follow. 

“Georgia Clays can be made into any color in the spectrum, 
and usually by simple physical combination. Already some 
of the finest coloring materials in the world are being manu- 
factured in Alabama and Georgia.”

Distribution of Southern Pine Shipments. 

The Southern Pine Association has compiled, principally 
from data reported by the statistical exchanges at Kansas 
City, Mo., Alexandria, La., Hattiesburg, Miss., and Birming- 
ham, Ala., an exhibit showing the distribution of Southern 
pine shipments by states, items and classes of trade in 1923. 
A total of 102 mills in the six Southern pine producing states 
of Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas, Mississippi, Alabama and 
Florida supplied the information for the 1923 analysis. These 
mills shipped to 42 states and Canada during 1923 a total of 
2,152,429,000 feet of Southern pine, all items and grades. 


About the same number of mills, but not all the same mills, 
shipped to 44 states and Canada in 1922 a total of 2,011,622,000 
feet. The 1923 and 1922 shipments are segregated by classes 
of trade, as follows:

Wealth of Arkansas Increased 53 Per Cent in 
Ten Years. 


In a preliminary estimate of the principal forms of wealth 
of Arkansas, the Department of Commerce reports the total 
amount of wealth of the state on December 31, 1922 at 
$2,599,595,000. The value of similar items in 1912 was $1.694,- 
835,000 which gives an increase in ten years of 53.4 per cent. 
Per capita values increased from $1038 to $1439, or 38.6 
per cent. 

All classes of property increased in value from 1912 to 1922, 
except live stock, which decreased from $88,301,000 to $74.- 
514,000, or 15.6 per cent. The estimated value of taxed real 
property and improvements inereased from $818,988,000 to 
$1,401,328,000, or 71.1 per cent; exempt real property (exclu- 
sive of Hot Springs National Park) from $71,988,000 to $79,- 
829,000, or 10.9 per cent; farm implements and machinery 
from $18,487,000 to $36,264,000, or 96.2 per cent; manufac- 
turing machinery, tools, and implements from $30,525,000 to 
$48,928.000, or 60.3 per cent; and railroads and their equip- 
ment from $226,202,000 to $278,425,000, or 23.1 per cent. 
Privately owned transportation and transmission enterprises, 
other than railroads, increased in value from $32,908,000 to 
$60,645,000, or 84.3 per cent; and stocks of goods, vehicles 
other than motor, furniture, and clothing from $407,436,000 
to $588,360,000. or 44.4 per cent. The value of motor vehicles 
in 1922 was $31,302.000. No separate estimate was made for 
motor vehicles in 1912.

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Demand and Output of Refinery Products Much 
Increased in 1923. 


According to refinery statistics issued by the Bureau of 
Mines, in 1923 the new supply of refinery products increased 
23.67 per cent. over 1922 figures, total demand increased 
26.64 per cent; and stocks increased 21.62.per cent. W. C. 
Hill, Petroleum Economist of the Bureau of Mines, states 
that stocks did not increase during 1923 in corresponding 
relation to the increase in total demand. 

Gasoline production in the United States during the year 
1923 was 7,555,945,143 gallons, a daily average of 20,701,220 
gallons and an increase of 21.83 per cent over the output of 
1922. Imports were 191,313,540 gallons an increase of 
207.91 per cent over the preceding year. The total new 
supply (production plus imports) in 1923 was 7,747,258,683 
gallons, a daily average of 21,225,366 gallons or 23.67 per 
cent over the 1922 new supply. For the entire year the new 
supply exceeded the total demand by 2.53 per cent. 

For the year 1923 the indicated domestic demand amounted 
to 6,685,035,280 gallons, a daily average of 18,315,165 gallons. 
Exports during the year were 871,116,614 gallons, which 
added to domestic demand, shows a total demand for the 
year amounting to 7,556,151,894 gallons, a daily average 
of 20,701,786 gallons and an increase of 26.64 per cent over 
the total demand in 1922. 

xzasoline stocks on hand December 31, 1923, were 1,074,- 
89,650 gallons, an increase during the year of 191,106,789 
gallons or 21.62 per cent which compares favorably with 
the increase of 50.80 per cent in stocks during 1922. During 
the month of December stocks increased approximately 
90,000,000 gallons as compared with an increase of about 
107,000,000 gallons in December, 1922. 

Kerosene production in 1923 was 2,348,934,712 gallons, a 
daily average of 6,435,438 gallons, and an increase of 1.85 
per cent over 1922 output. Imports during the year were 
301,483 gallons, which added to production, shows a total 
new supply of 2,349,236,195 gallons. The indicated domestic 
demand for kerosene during the year was 1,492,535,909 gal- 
lons, a daily average of 4,089,139 gallons, and an increase of 
1.96 per cent over the preceding year. Exports in 1923 were 
854,554,951 gallons, about 48,000,000 gallons less than in 1922. 
The total demand (domestic demand plus exports) was 
2.347,090,860 gallons, a decrease of 0.82 per cent from the 
1922 figures. Stocks were increased only about 2,000,000 
gallons during the year, the amount on hand December 31, 
1923, being 283,195,667 gallons. 

The production of gas and fuel oils in 1923 was 12,074,- 
191,693 gallons, a daily average for the entire year of 
33,079,977 gallons and an increase over the preceding year 
of 12.78 per cent. Imports were 516,022,937 gallons. The 
total new supply amounted to 12,590,214,630 gallons, an in- 
crease of 16.25 per cent over the preceding year. Domestic 
demand amounted to 10,978,285,596 gallons and exports were 
1,401,622,173 gallons, making a total demand of 12,379,907,769 
gallons, an increase of 14.03 per cent over 1922 figures. 
Stocks were increased a little over 200,000,000 gallons during 
the year, amounting at the end of 1923 to 1,515,034,711 
gallons. 

The 1923 output of lubricants was 1,097,368,222 gallons, 
a daily average of 3,006,488 gallons, and an increase of 12.12 
per cent over 1922 production. Imports during the year 
were 1,219,133 gallons. The new supply was 1,098,587,355 
gallons, which exceeded by about 7,000,000 gallons the 
total demand of 1,091,537,072 gallons, including exports of 
351,599,047 gallons and domestic demand of 739,938,025 
gallons. Stocks at the end of December were 242,785,070 
gallons. 

There were 246 refineries reported to the Bureau of 
Mines as operating during December with an aggregate 


daily crude oil capacity of 2,158,072 barrels. These plants 
were operating at 76.61 per cent of their aggregate capacity, 
running to stills a daily average of 1,653,195 barrels of 
crude oil which was a decrease of 1.52 per cent from the 
November rate of runs to stills, but an increase of 9.72 per 
cent over the rate of runs to stills in December, 1922. 





Tentative Plan -Adopted for Miami’s $2,000,000 
Bay Front Park. 


Miami, Fla.—A tentative plan submitted by Warren H. 
Manning, landscape architect of Cambridge, Mass., for 
Miami’s new $2,000,000 bay front park has been adopted by 
the city commissioners. The plan provides piers at the north- 
east end of the park for 75 pleasure and charter boats and 
if necessary, space for 100 small boat's of the same type at 
the south end of the present municipal docks. In ¢co- 
operation with the superintendent of the Florida East 
Coast properties, provision would also be made for 90 more 
boats at the south end of the proposed fill of the Florida 
East Coast Hotel Co. There would be a landing at the 
southeast end of the park for small boats from private 
yachts. 

Double boulevard would provide space for parking 1000 
cars in the center and passageways would be made under the 
North Bayshore drive which would also be a double boulevard 
affording pedestrians safe access to the park. A band 
stand would be located in the center of the park. For taking 
care of sea planes, Mr. Manning suggested a floating dock 
or platform in the bay. Fill for the park would be 
secured by pumping out a roadstead about 2000 feet wide 
opposite the park.

Augusta, Ga.—General contract for new buildings at the 
U. S. Veterans Hospital, No. 62 at Augusta, has been awarded 
to the Batson-Cook Co., Inc., of West Point, Ga.

whose identity was not disclosed. 





Record Production and Shipments of Sulphur. 

The production of sulphur increased from 1,880,942 long 
tons in 1922 to 2,035,847 tons in 1928 and the shipments in- 
ereased from 1,843,624 long tons in 1922 to 1,618,841 tons in 
1925. Both production and shipments reached new high 
levels in 19283 compared with previous records of 1,879,150 
long tons production in 1921 and of 1,517.625 long tons ship- 
ments in 1920. The estimated value for 1923 is $26,000,000, 
compared with $22,000,000 for 1922, at approximately the 
same rate per ton. 

The features of the sulphur industry in 1923, reports the 
Department of the Interior, were the agreement between the 
American and Sicilian sulphur producers regulating ‘the 
world’s sulphur market and the entrance into the sulphur 
industry of a new producing property, the Hoskins Mound 
deposit in Brazoria County, Texas, operated by the Freeport 
Sulphur Co. 

Stocks, which amounted to nearly 2,500,000 long tons at 
the end of 1922, increased to nearly 2,900,000 tons at the end 
of 1923. practically 1.8 times the shipments in 1923,°so that 
if production should cease entirely shipments from stocks 
could be maintained for nearly 2 years at the rate for 1923, 
which was the record high rate. 

The exports of sulphur, or brimstone, in 1923 amounted to 
472,525 long tons valued at $7,105,260, compared with 485,664 


tons in 1922, valued at $7,095,628, a decrease in quantity but 
an increase in value. The exports in 1922 were the highest 
ever made, and those for 1923 were second only to those for 
1922 and 1920. 

The production of pyrites in the United States in 1923 was 
181.628 long tons, valued at about $661,000, compared with 
169,048 long tons valued at $671.241 in 1922, an increase in 
quantity but a decrease in value. Of the 181,628 tons pro- 
duced 170,997 tons were either sold or consumed by the 
producing companies. Pyrites was produced in 5 states In 
1923. The combined production of California and Virginia 
was 170,300 long tons: New York produced 11,000 tons; Ohio, 
13S tons; and Wisconsin, 190 tons. 

The imports of pyrites in 1923, practically all from Spain, 
were 259,721 long tons, valued at $1,242,574 compared with 
279,454 long tons in 1922, valued at $1,199,101. 





Spinners’ Lock Out Threatened in Lancashire Cotton 
Industry. 

Manchester, Eng., February 15—[Special.]—A ‘bomb shell 
has been dropped in the Lancashire cotton industry by a 
threat to lock out the whole of the spinning section of the 
cotton trade. The trouble has arisen through a stoppage at 
the Thornham Spinning Company, near Oldham, where the 
operatives ceased work on Wednesday at the order of the 
Card and Blowing Room Amalgamation. 

A special meeting of the Federation of Master Cotton 
Spinners’ Association summoned by urgent telegram was held 
in Manchester today (Friday) to consider the dispute. After 
the meeting the report stated that a meeting of all the 
members of the Federation will be held on Tuesday, Feb- 
ruary 26 for the purpose of placing before them the whole of 
the facts relating to the case. 





This convening a mass meeting of spinning firms is un- 
doubtedly a prelude to obtaining their sanction for drastic 
action and there is a possibility of a lock out of 100,000 
operatives. If that drastic course is taken then the whole 
of the cotton industry will be brought to a standstill and 
roughly half a million workers will be affected. 

The trouble commenced at the Thornham Mill where there 
had been three machines worked by two women and were 
each paid 27/7 per week. A fourth machine has recently 
been installed and the labor union asked for an extra £1 1s 0d 
on the ground that the new machine extailed additional work. 
This demand was reduced by 5/—but was refused. The em- 
plovers hold that no extra work is entailed. 

It is ironically stated that a lockout would be the most 
effective means of controlling the industry. 

Despite the lockout threat the Spinners’ Federation repre- 
sentatives on the Cundiff Joint Committee have resolved to 
invite the operatives’ representatives to meet them with a 
view of adopting a scheme of control for the American section 
which has been agreed to by spinners and rejected by the 
manufacturers. : 





South Carolina Business Men Complete Tour. 


Greenville, S. C.—More than 130 business and professional 
men of Greenville and upper South Carolina, forming the 
rersonnel of the fourth annual acquaintance tour of the 
Greenville Chamber of Commerce, have completed a 12-day 
trip which covered 2000 miles and took in more than forty 
cities and towns in Georgia, Florida and Cuba. 

The purpose of the trip was to enable Greenville’s repre- 
sentatives to become acquainted with the territory traversed 
and to gather ideas from a study of plans and methods 
promoting civic, commercial and industrial growth. It was 
not made to advertise Greenville, but it is stated that 10,000 
copies of a special supplement of a magazine published by 
the Chamber of Commerce were distributed. 
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THE IRON AND STEEL SITUATION 


Moderate Activity in Steel Market. 

Pittsburgh, Pa., March 3—[Special.]—The New York Cen- 
tral lines have distributed orders for 61 locomotives, 233 mis- 
eellaneous coaches and 14,500 freight cars. Other orders 
placed in February amounted to about 15,000 freight cars, 
making a total of almost 30,000 freight cars for the month, 
against 10,000 cars in January. The average for the two 
months is well above the rate of production of cars when the 
shops are running practically full. The Pennsylvania Rail- 
road is negotiating for cars, but the number to be placed is 
not divulged. The Missouri Pacific and Southern Pacifie are 
each inquiring for 2000 cars, and the Santa Fe is about to 
issue an inquiry for 5000 cars. 

Fabricated steel contracts reported in the past week as let, 
total 26,000 tons, representing an increase over lettings of 
the previous week, and 45,000 tons of new inquiry has come 
out, including 20,000 tons for a bridge at Philadelphia. 

The general run of buying of steel mill products, by jobbers 
and manufacturing consumers, turned lighter a couple of 
weeks ago and the steel market may be described as com- 
paratively quiet. Mill bookings were in excess of shipments 
in the latter part of December, in January and in the fore 
part of February, but it is doubtful whether bookings in the 
past fortnight have equaled shipments. Except in rails and 
tin plate the mills are by no means sold far ahead, an out- 
standing feature of the buying for a long time past having 
been that it was for very early deliveries. Some of the recent 
buying was attributed to jobbers and manufacturing con- 
sumers wishing to replanish stocks, and that operation is 
probably completed by this time. 

As was so generally stated throughout the steel trade a 
‘couple of months ago, buying was stimulated by confidence in 
the maintenance of steel prices being renewed, after several 
months in which buyers had been more or less doubtful. 
There are possibilities of this confidence being disturbed, as 
in spots the steel market has been showing a little additional 
weakness of late. Plates are now very frequently quoted at 
2.40¢e, the regular price being 2.50c, and not by eastern mills 
alone. Car plates usually go at concessions from the regular 
price and car plates have constituted such a large part of the 
transactions lately that the plate market for other lines of 
consumption has had difficulty in maintaining itself. Then 
a couple of additional sheet mills have begun shading prices 
on black and galvanized sheets, which are now quotable at 
3.75¢ to 3.85¢ and 4.90e to 5.00¢e respectively. There has also 
been a little weakness developed in hot rolled strips, which 
sometimes go at 2.90e instead of the regular price of 3.00c, 
while cold rolled strips have sold on attractive orders at 4.75¢ 
against the regular quotation of 5.00c. 


While these cases of price weakness are not important in’ 


themselves they attract considerable attention since they do 
show something like a downward trend when in no part of 
the steel market is there any advancing trend to be discerned. 

Steel mill operations, as a whole, are fully maintained at 
the rate of early in February. The rate is so high that there 
is naturally some doubt whether it can be maintained. The 
common estimate is that steel ingots are being produced at 
about 45,000,000 tons a year, representing a slight gain over 
the average of last year, whereas last year’s production was 
35 per cent above the average of the four years preceding. 
Among producers the common prediction is that mill opera- 
tions will be well maintained through June or July. As in 
most lines mills are not well sold above production there will 
have to be continued market activity to enable the prediction 
to be carried out. Consumption of steel is very heavy but 


with buyers being disposed to stock up, production may have 
been above consumption in the past couple of months. 

The pig iron market continues stagnant, with scarcely 
enough business being done to show where prices stand, but 
the common appraisal is that prices are at the same level 
as late in January, Bessemer at $23, basic at $22 and foundry 
at $23, valley, the market having merely failed to respond to 
efforts of furnaces a month ago to put it up a dollar a ton. 

Connellsville furnace coke for spot shipment is very stiff, 
there having been extra buying recently while production has 
been interfered with a trifle by the weather. Some furnace- 
men who were in the market for second quarter coke recently 
have lost interest. 

The Pittsburgh district market in heavy melting steel scrap 
is a trifle easier, consumers showing no interest. The open 
winter has prevented accumulation at points of origin and in 
dealers’ yards and even a moderate volume of consumer buy- 
ing, which will be necessary shortly if mill operations are to 
be maintained, would readily send prices up again. 





Preparation for Increased Iron Make in Birmingham 
District—Steel Mills Active. 

Birmingham, Ala., March 3—[Special.]—Southern furnace 
interests have sold considerable pig iron for delivery during 
the second quarter of the year. Indications point to a re- 
awakening shortly which promises to not only cover what 
iron has been left but provide for greater production in the 
immediate future. Quotations are firm and inclination to- 
wards a stronger basis is in evidence. The range in this 
district is from $23 to $24 per ton, No. 2 foundry, 1.75 to 2.25 
per cent silicon. Fhe smaller furnace interests have been 
selling at $24, and with one furnace each in operation the 
business has aggregated nicely. The Central Coal & Iron 
Company, (Iron Products Corporation) with one furnace, 
was reported selling 10,000 tons of iron recently, and with 
what iron the subsidiary company consumes at its soil pipe 
shop the business will cover several months’ make. 





Surplus stock of pig iron showed further decrease on the 
turn of the new month, indicating that the blast furnaces in 
operation were not furnishing all of the iron that was called 
for in the home melt and the steady shipment of the product 
from this district. The Alabama Company will be ready 
within another two weeks to blow in the No. 1 Gadsden fur- 
nace, while the Sloss-Sheffield Steel & Iron Company has 
two iron-makers in condition to go to producing. The Wood- 
ward Iron Company has a second Vanderbilt furnace to add 
to the make, the fifth of the iron-makers of this company. 
The record now is 24 blast furnaces with 15 of them on 
foundry iron. 

There is a steady increase in iron consumption in the 
district, the pipe interests in particular requiring a steady 
amount of iron. The soil pipe makers are enjoying better 
business which is reflected in the iron market. Despite the 
recent advance of $5 per ton for standard sanitary pipe there 
is but little abatement in specifications and business is being 
placed. The pressure cast iron pipe producers have been 
receiving lettings all through the winter and have a consider- 
able amount of business on hand and are preparing to meet 
the usual spring rush. The soil pipe makers are intimating 
another advance in their quotations in the near future. The 
large sized pipe makers, gas and water pipe producers, are 
shipping quantities of their product to the middle and north- 
western section of the country. The far west, too, is sending 
regularly to the district orders for cast iron pipe. Among 
announcements recently made by the American Cast Iron 
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Pipe Company were orders for 998 tons for Los Angeles, Calif., 
200 tons for Oshkosh, Wis., and 490 tons for Salt Lake City, 
Utah. 

The coke market is holding its own with the quotations 
still low. The bee-hive foundry coke commands $5.50 to $6.50 
and the by-product foundry coke $5.00 to $6.50 per ton. 

The scrap iron and steel market in the Birmingham district 
felt the reaction in the pig iron trade last week and in the 
easing up quotations dropped $1 per ton in some instances. 
Stove plate, for instance, went off, while No. 1 cast, another 
of the more active of the scrap products, felt the depreciation. 
The lull has temporary aspects and renewed life is looked for 
before the expiration of the week. Dealers in old material 
have plenty of stock to offer. 

The steel mills are active. New business is reported right 
along, the Steel Corporation subsidiaries in this section hav- 
ing had allocated to this vicinity considerable tonnage. The 
fabricating steel works of the district are busy. The Virginia 
Bridge and Iron Company is receiving specifications for the 
structural steel which will be used in the Finley yards ot 
the Southern Railway at North Birminghaun. 

Announcement is made that property has been leased in 
Birmingham for the establishment of a branch works of an 
enamel plant of Brooklyn, N. Y. Small enamel ware will 
be produced and an effort made to use negro female labor In 
the operation of the plant. Details of the industry will be 
made publie shortly. 

Theodore Brent, manager of the Mississippi-Warrior river 
barge service of the government, in an address at Tuscaloos: 
the past week announced plans for placing upwards of 
20 small steel barges to handle products of the Birmingham 
district to Mobile. With this additional equipment the War- 
rior river barge transportation facilities would not be injured 
in the least. Instead, embargoes at Tuscaloosa, Demopolis 
and Cordova will be lifted and the Warrior service put on 
its feet. All coal shipments are now being handled by rail 
instead of water, except from such mines which have no 
rail service.

$100,000,000 OF EQUIPMENT ORDERS IN 
SIGHT.

Pennsylvania Railroad, according to expectations in the 
equipment market, will spend this year about $40,000,000 for 
new cars and engines. At present 50 of the latest types 
of locomotives and 12,000 freight cars are apparent in the 
prospective orders. The New York Central has just awarded 
contracts for 100 locomotives, 60 of them from the American 
Locomotive Co. and the rest from the Lima Locomotive 
Works. this being in addition to the recently reported orders 
for switching engines to the same companies. The same sys- 
tem has also ordered 15,000 freight cars and the estimated 
value of all of these cars and engines which it has ordered 
is about $50,000,000, not to mention its orders just placed for 
passenger equipment covering 233 cars of several types. 
The orders of these two large systems will make altogether 
approximately $100,000,000 of equipment purchases in sight 
in the east. 

The Santa Fe System has ordered 500 automobile cars 
from the Pullman Company and 500 flat cars from the 
American Car & Foundry Co., making a tot'al of 5000 cars 
already ordered by this railroad company, with its further 
orders pending for a total of 4000 cars additional, making 
9000 cars in all for its purchases this year. 

Louisville & Nashville Railroad is reported inquiring in the 
equipment market preliminary to awarding contracts for 
1650 box ears, 1100 composite gondola cars, 1100 steel gon- 
dola cars, 1000 automobile cars and 950 flat cars. Total, 
5800 ears. 

Blue Ridge Railway, it is reported. will shortly place in 
operation gasoline motor ear and trailer service on its line 
from Belton to Walhalla, S. C., 44 miles, the equipment being 
built by the Edwards Railway Motor Car Co., of Sanford, N. C. 

Southern Railway is reported about to purchase 1250 steel 
gondola cars and 750 steel frame hopper cars. all of these 
ears to be of 50 tons capacity.

The annual report of the Baldwin Locomotive Works for 
1928 shows sales aggregating $102,762,075.28; cost $92,577,-

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BIG IMPROVEMENTS AT SPENCER, N. C. 


Large Locomotive Roundhouse and Other Facilities 
to Make Engine Repairs. 


Spencer, N. C.—H. W. Miller, vice-president in charge of 


_ operation of the Southern Railway Company, has announced 


that as soon as minor details can be worked out and con- 
tracts let, it will begin construction of modern engine-handling 
facilities at Spencer, which is the junction point of the 
Charlotte, Danville, and Asheville divisions. 

The new facilities will include a thirty-seven stall round- 
house with annexes to accommodate a small machine shop 
and a foreman’s office; a flue and engine shop; a 100-foot 
turntable; two engine inspection pits 100 feet long; and a 
crane runway 320 feet long to accommodate a ten-ton travel- 
ing crane with 25-foot span, to convey heavy parts from the 
new roundhouse to the flue, babbit, and machine shops. 

The roundhouse will be 106 feet deep, and absolutely fire- 
proof, being of reinforced concrete and brick construction 
with steel windows and hollow tile roof to prevent conden- 
sation. Paving will be of creosoted long-leaf yellow pine on 
a concrete foundation. Flood lighting will be used for gen- 
eral illumination with ample portable lights to facilitate 
work on obscure parts. 

The flue and babbit' shop will be 51 feet by 155 feet and 
absolutely fireproof throughout. It will have pile foundation, 
reinforced concrete footings and curtain walls, steel frame, 
gypsum roof slab, steel windows and doors, and will be of 
the daylight type, the entire enclosure from the window sills 
up to be of steel and glass. 

The turntable will be of the end-bearing type with sufficient 
capacity to handle the largest locomotives and will be motor- 
operated. -" 

Spencer is one of the Southern’s most important termi- 
nals, Large classification yards, and modern plants for the 
repair of locomotives and cars are maintained, but the 
facilities for handling large locomotives and for making light 
running repairs have not been sufficient. 





Nashville Traffic Club. 


At the second regular meeting of the Traffic Club of Nash- 
ville, Tenn., last week the principal speaker was Henry A. 
Palmer, editor of the Traffic Club, Chicago, who in the 
course of his address, declared for general education to the 
“broad view that the real transportation problem is not how 
shippers may get lower rates or carriers make more money, 
but of assuring to the carriers under private ownership and 
operation, adequate revenue, and assuring to the shipping 
public adequate service and reasonable rates.” 

S. Martin, of Nashville, and Whiteford R. Cole, 
president of the Nashville, Chattanooga & St. Louis Railway 
Co., also spoke.

Lives Saved by Carolina Stop Law. 


Raleigh, N. C.—Grade crossing accidents have showed a 
marked decline as a result of the North Carolina law re- 
quiring drivers of motor vehicles to stop before crossing 
railroad tracks, according to figures published by the safety 
department of the Southern Railway. The law became effec- 
tive on July 1, last, and in the ensuing six months, four 
persons were killed and eleven injured in eleven accidents at 
erossings of the Southern’s tracks in North Carolina, as 
against six killed and twenty-four injured in twenty-one 
accidents during the first six months of 1923, eleven killed 
and twenty-five injured in eighteen accidents during the last 
half of 1922, and eight killed and twenty-two injured in 
fifteen accidents during the first half of 1922. 


Co-Operation and Bonus to Southern Railway System 
Employes. 


Washington, D. C—A new principle of co-operative effort 
ir the relations of a railroad company with its employes has 
been introduced by the Southern Company in the agreement 
with its conductors, trainmen, and yardmen, which was an- 
nounced last week by H. W. Miller, vice-president in charge 
of operation, Under this agreement the men are given 
opportunity to earn a bonus through increased efliciency by 
decreasing expenses which are directly under their control. 
The agreement is to continue for three years with an increase 
of about 5 per cent in the base rates of pay for the entire 
period, and a bonus for the second and third years dependent 
upon the degree of efficiency attained by the train employes. 
The bonus is to be gauged by an agreed ratio of expense of 
train operation to gross revenue. In this way the com- 
pany and its employes will share the benefits arising from 
increased efficiency and control of such expenses as are to a 
great extent in the hands of the men. 





New Type Locomotive With Three Cylinders. 


In the annual report of the American Locomotive Company 
for 1928 President Fletcher makes the following very in- 
teresting statement concerning the development of a new 
type of engine: “The company during the year had most 
gratifying results in developing steam locomotives of the 
three cylinder type. Although only three of the three cylinder 
type engines have been completed, recent tests. during actual 
road service demonstrated without question, that for a given 
weight on the driving wheels of a locomotive there can be 
obtained from engines of the three cylinder type, if properly 
designed, more power, steadier ‘pull, better economy in the 
use of steam, and a more economical combustion of the fuel, 
than on engines of the two cylinder type most generally used. 
The officers of the Company are optimistic as to future busi- 
ness in engines of the three cylinder type when their merits 
are more generally known.” 


Freight Loadings Continue to Increase. 


The car service division of the American Railway Asso- 
ciation, Washington, D. C., says that during the week ended 
February 16 a total of 935,109 cars were loaded with 
revenue freight on the railroads throughout the country, this 
being the largest number loaded during any one week in 
January, February or March in any year with the exception 
of the last week of March 1923 when about 3600 more cars 
were loaded. The total for the week was over 28,600 cars 
more than the previous week and also more than 118,000 cars 
over the same week of last year. As compared with 1922 it 
was 161,834 cars in excess and with 1920 it was 163.007 
more. Increases of loadings were reported as to all com- 
modities excepting coal. Since January 1 over 6,133,000 
cars have been loaded with revenue freight. 


$900 in Prizes for Posters and Slogan. 


Martin H. Gambee, 118 Willoughby Ave., Brooklyn, N. Y., 
was awarded the first prize of $500 for the best poster and 
also the cash prize of $100 for the most appropriate slogan to 
be used in connection with an intensive campaign which the 
American Railway Association will conduct to reduce the 
number of accidents at grade crossings. R. S. Feeley, of 
Baldwinsville, N. Y., received the second prize of $200 for 
a poster and H. Day Lowry, of Richmond, Va., the third 
prize of $100 for a poster. The winning poster carries the 
slogan: “Wait! You may lose.” The picture shows an auto- 
mobile halted beside a railroad while a big locomotive with 
a heavy train rushes past. It is printed in yellow, red and 
black. The award committee considered 5000 posters and 
more than 20,000 slogans. 
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Annual Report of American Locomotive Company. 

The annual report of the American Locomotive Company 
for 1923 shows gross earnings of $90,180,176.00 and after de- 
ducting $74.597,247.72 for cost of manufacturing, maintenance, 
administrative expenses, and interest on bonds of constituent 
companies, and $1,.581,3863.57 for depreciation on properties 
there was a gross profit of $14,201,564.71. After allowing 
for income tax. the net available profit was $12,376,564.71, 
pert of this ($1.524,972.20) being income from investments, 
and interest. After payment of dividends the surplus re- 
maining was $3,626,564.71. 

During the year there was spent for additions and better- 
ments $2,307.895.17 which was charged to reserves that had 
been created to provide additional capacity when business 
demanded it.

Will Reduce Time from the West to Florida. 


The improvements which the Central of Georgia Railway 
Co., will make to its line between Birmingham, Ala., and 
Columbus. Ga., 160 miles, at’ a cost of $5,000,000 or more, 
will reduce the distance about 4 miles by cutting out 
curves and also reduce the maximum grade against east- 
bound traffic to one-half of one per cent’ so that heavier 
trains can be hauled with the same power. A total of about 
forty grade crossings of highways will be eliminated besides 
two grade crossings of other railroads. More than eighty 
curves will be taken out, although these changes of line will 
not deprive any towns of railroad accommodations that they 
now enjoy and furthermore, as a result of the proposed 
changes, the express trains now using the line between the 
West and Florida points will be able to make faster time. 
The work in view is expected to be completed in a year 
and a half. Construction is to begin about April 1. The 
improvements will extend ever about 100 miles. 





Western Maryland Railway’s January Earnings. 


The Western Maryland Railway Company’s statement for

The Southern Railway Co. has been authorized. by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to build its proposed line 
from Bull’s Gap southwesterly to Leadvale, Tenn., about 17 
miles, the estimate cost of the proposed construction being 
about $1,895,000. Work is to begin about July 1 and is 
to be finished by the end of next year. The line will serve 
as a cutoff. 


BIG PLANS ON FLORIDA EAST COAST. 


Double Track Proposed Jacksonville to Miami— 
Engines and Cars to Be Bought. 

A dispatch from St. Augustine, Florida, where the head- 
quarters of the Florida East Coast Railway are located, says 
that the company will double track its line from Jacksonville 
to Miami, Fla., 366 miles, and will also build a 19 mile belt 
line around Miami. 

The company will also purchase 20 heavy locomotives, 5 


light switching locomotives and a number of cars. 


An Electrification Plan in the Northern Part of Texas. 


According to a report from Dallas, Tex., plans are under 
way there looking to expenditure of about $6,500,000 by the 
Texas Midland Railroad Co., the Texas Interurban Railway 
Co. and citizens of Terrell and other points in that part of 
Texas for an extension of the interurban line from Dallas 
to Terrell as far as Tyler, 68 miles, and the electrification 
ot the Texas Midland from Ennis via Terrell to Paris, Tex. 
Under the supervision of the Terrell-Tyler Interurban Asso- 
ciation surveys have been made in the territory to be 
served. Morris Mayfield of Terrell and others are interested. 
Richard Meriwether of Dallas, is vice-president and general 
manager of the Dallas-Terrell line.

$5,000,000 Water Power Development Project for 


North Georgia. . 

Atlantic, Ga.—Plans have been completed for a $5,000,000 
hydro-electric development in north Georgia which is esti- 
mated to produce 45,000 horsepower. The project will be 
located on property owned by Dr. N. P. Pratt of this city, 
embracing 2000 acres, although it is stated that the company 
to be organized for building the plant, will own a total of 
6000 acres. 

The proposed dam will be located on the Coosawattee 
River, at a point in Gilmer County where the river is 
joined by Flat Creek. It will be built of concrete and steel, 
1500 feet wide and 250 feet high, and will back water up- 
stream in the Coosawattee River for a distance of thirteen 
miles, reaching within four miles of Ellijay. Sawmills are 
new at work on the property, it is said, and the site of the 
dam has been cleared of obstructions. Charles O. Lenz has 
been retained as engineer for the construction of the dam 
and power house. 

It is understood to be the purpose of the new company to 
serve cities and towns in the extreme northern part of 
Georgia with power and light, and to encourage the establish- 
ment in that section of industrial and manufacturing plants. 
Vast quantities of hardwoods, minerals and raw materials of 
many kinds found in that part of the state, it is pointed 
out, have never been developed because of the lack of power 
and transportation facilities.

Brazoria County to Build Road. 

Angleton, Tex.—Brazoria County, J. T. Loggins, county 
judge, will receive bids here until March 11 for building 
a road on the east side of the International & Great North- 
ern Railway from a point two miles south of Bonney to the 
north line of the county. There will be a total of $206,000 
available for construction, including state and federal aid. 
Work will consist of a crushed rock and shell base, with 
a 1%-inch bituminous topping, only grading and drainage 
structures to be let at this time. H. W. Munson, Jr., 
Angleton, is the engineer in charge. 

Reinforced Concrete Bridge for Spartanburg County. 

Spartanburg, S. C.—The Pacolet River bridge in Spartan- 
burg County, known as Federal Aid Project’ No. 27-B, work 
on which began in June, 1923, is about completed.

As the value of the modern highway to the economic 
demands of freight traflic (the better development of this 
country) becomes better understood; there is coming to be 
realized the need for not only an intelligent and right use of 
these highways, but also that in any intelligent system of 
construction and use, there must also be a right method of 
protecting them from abuse, preventing their rapid destruc- 
tion and keeping them in good condition at the smallest 
possible cost. 

It costs money to build the modern highway, but the 
investment can and ultimately will be made to bring returns 
in many ways, ways not yet understood, for the present 
system of traffic methods with the destructive results to the 
highway through the use of the heavy and heavily loaded 
individual truck carrying from seven to fifteen tons on a 
single set of four wheels is so great that the cost of main- 
tenance far outruns the money supply necessary for the 
repair bill always in sight. 

While the motor truck with, its ability to pick up freight 
at the door of the shipper and to deliver it at the door of the 
consignee has proven its value in the saving of time and in 
the handling of freight, it has also proven that in some 
manner more economical than the use of the individual truck 
as a transportation unit can make possible, the modern high- 
way is to be made the avenue for the movement of a very 
high percentage of the entire freight traffic of this entire 
country. 

The tremendous value of the modern highway is as yet but 
little understood, and the strain of traffic which these roads 
will be called upon to bear is but faintly realized by either 
the engineer and builder, the people who put up the money 
which makes the roads possible or by those who use them for 
either commerce or pleasure. 

The real highway of the future will need to be constructed 
in either two sections or in two units; in the first case wide 
enough for the building of a vertical dividing wall about 


fifteen inches high and about a foot wide which will separate | 


the two main kinds of traffic, one side for the light running, 
fast moving passenger cars arid the other for the heavier and 
slower moving freight carrying trucks; or in the second case 
roads must be constructed for one way travel so that the en- 
tire traffic upon each unit all moves in the same direction 
but wide enough to provide for full safety of vehicles in over- 
taking and passing each other. 

Some such provision will have to be made or travel on all 
of the main highways will become congested and resolve itself 
into a slow-moving procession, a thing for the railroads to 
laugh at and a source of profit to no one. 

As a means to the reduction of the up-keep cost of the 
modern highways by protecting them from the quick destruc- 
tion to which they are now subject, and at the same time be 
the means of developing the traffic upon them, and, most im- 
portant of all, as a method of reduction in the costs of trans- 
portation in general, in fact as the one real solution of the 
problem of how to obtain the greatest economy in the cost 
of the movement of freight throughout the entire country, 
there seems to be but one answer, and that answer is the 
Trackless Train.

The farmer who has found the motor truck of his own a2 
powerful factor in bringing him and his into closer and 
more friendly relations with the rest of the world, will find

Little Change in Lumber Movement. 

Washington, February 28.—With 3887 sawmills reporting 
as against 395 last week the national lumber movement for 
the week ending February 25 showed little change. There 
was a slight increase in new business and small decreases in 
production and shipments as measured by the reports, says 
the weekly statement of the National Lumber Manufacturers 
Association. As compared with last year, production last 
week was well ahead and shipments and new business were 
Somewhat behind. 

The West Coast Lumbermen’s Association reports the un- 
filled orders of 133 mills as being 457,865,552 as compared 
with 464,146,718 feet for 180 mills a week earlier. The un- 
filled orders of 139 Southern Pine mills were 278,326,889 feet 
as against 287,387,369 feet the week before. The combined un- 
filled orders of the reporting mills of the two associations were 
736,192,391, as against 751,534,087 the week before. 

Altogether the 387 reporting mills show shipments 97 per 
cent and orders (new business) 89 per cent of actual produc- 
tion. For the Southern Pine mills by themselves these per- 
centages are 89 and 78, respectively, and for the West Coast 
mills 98 and 86. 

Of the reporting mills 365 have a normal production for 
the week of 224,001,324 feet, according to which actual pro- 


duction was 102 per cent, shipments 98 per cent and orders 

(new business) 89 per cent.

GASOLINE SKIDDER NEAR PERRY, GA. 


it was impracticable to pull the logs out with a heavy 
skidder. Swampy timber lands prevent the use of heavy 
logging machinery or of log railroads, and steep hills present 
difficulties that ordinary log handling outfits cannot over- 
come, 

Considering these conditions and appreciating the problems 
offered by them the Novo Engine Company, Lansing, Michi- 
gan, designed and developed a gasoline log skidder which, 
it is claimed, has proved its ability to skid logs out under 
diffienlt conditions consistently and profitably. This is a 
two drum outfit, one drum hauling the in-haul line and 
the other the re-haul line. Power is supplied by a Novo 
four cylinder Model E F gasoline engine of from 25 to 40 
horsepower which is sufficiently powerful to skid logs con- 
taining from 700 to 800 board feet of lumber. It is a two- 
speed outfit and will pull in a small or medium sized log 
at a speed of 350 feet per minute; the tongs are returned 
at 450 feet per minute. 

The outfit is mounted on skids or a truck. In the case 
of truck mounting the wheels have a ten-inch face to make 
the machine portable over soft ground. The skidder will 
“spot” itself on the job by means of the in-haul cable, having 
ample power to do so. It is stated that according to actual 
experience with this machine the cost of operation is about 
$1.75 per thousand feet and this, it is remarked, consider- 
ing the nature of the work, is very nominal.
